[To  accompany  H.R.  11201] 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  submits  the  following  report  in 
explanation  of  the  accompanying  bill  making  deficiency  appropria¬ 
tions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1964,  and  for  other  purposes. 
The  budget  estimates  the  Committee  has  considered  in  connection 
with  this  bill  are  contained  in  House  Document  Nos.  197,  203,  227, 
284,  and  300;  and  Senate  Document  No.  50. 

Scope  and  Summary  of  the  Bill 

In  contrast  to  the  bill  usually  reported  in  each  session  to  supply 
supplemental  and  deficiency  appropriations  for  the  current  year,  the 
accompanying  bill  is  limited  to  budget  requests  resting  on  circum¬ 
stances  meeting  the  exceptions  to  the  prohibitions  in  the  Anti- 
Deficiency  statute  against  accelerated,  or  deficiency,  spending  rates. 
That,  in  essence,  explains  the  nominal  size  of  the  reductions  recom¬ 
mended.  The  bulk  of  the  supplemental  budget  requests— those  not 
resting  on  any  permitted  statutory  exception  and  thus  subject  to 
jgreater  discretionary  judgment  by  the  Committee — are  being  con¬ 
sidered  in  connection  with  the  regular  1965  supply  bills.  In  such 
bills,  including  for  currentness  the  Agriculture  bill  reported  today, 
supplemental  budget  estimates  of  $543,510,700  have  been  reduced 
$510,180,700  (94%)  by  the  House,  allowing  only  $33,330,000.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  approximately  $145,000,000  of  such  supplemental  estimates 
remain  to  be  disposed  of  in  bills  not  yet  reported  to  the  House. 

This  bill  provides  appropriations  to  various  departments  and 
agencies  totaling  $1,264,913,689,  a  reduction  of  $42,467,100  from  the 
requests.  $1,162,800,000,  or  about  92%  of  the  bill  total  is  for 
military  pay  costs  and  public  assistance  matching  grants.  The 
table  following  summarizes  by  Chapter  the  budget  estimates  and 
amounts  recommended  in  the  bill.  Action  on  the  various  requests 
is  discussed  on  a  corresponding  Chapter  basis.

AGRICULTURAL  STABILIZATION  AND  CONSERVATION  SERVICE 

The  Committee  recommends  the  full  budget  estimate  of  $13,600,000 
submitted  in  House  Doc.  No.  203,  dated  January  21,  1964,  for  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  1964  feed  grain  program  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Feed  Grain  Act  of  1963.  In  the  absence  of  legislation  author¬ 
izing  a  program  for  the  1964  crop  of  feed  grains,  no  appropriation  was 
included  in  the  regular  1964  Appropriation  Act  for  such  a  program. 

The  major  portion  of  these  funds  will  be  used  at  the  ASCS  county 
office  level  for  establishing  and  adjusting  base  acreages;  conducting 
signups;  processing  applications  and  issuing  sight  drafts;  measuring 
farms;  computing  acreage;  and  handling  non-compliance  cases. 
Approximately  2,300  man  years  of  local  county  office  and  field  employ¬ 
ment  will  be  required. 

Approximately  1,200,000  feed  grain  producers  signed  up  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  1961  program  and  diverted  25,200,000  acres  from  the 
production  of  feed  grains  to  conservation  uses.  Under  the  1962 
program,  some  1,300,000  producers  signed  up  and  diverted  28,200,000 
acres  and  in  1963  about  1,200,000  producers  signed  up  to  divert 
24,500,000  acres.  The  appropriation  recommended  in  the  bill 
assumes  that  farm  participation  under  the  1964  feed  grain  program 
will  be  about  the  same  level  as  in  1963.

Military  Personnel 


The  Committee  considered  estimates  contained  in  House  Document 
No.  203,  as  amended  in  House  Document  No.  197,  for  military 
personnel  deficiency  appropriations  in  the  amount  of  $1,042,000,000. 
Of  this  amount,  $807,600,000  represents  the  estimated  cost  in  fiscal 
year  1964  of  the  Uniformed  Services  Pay  Act  of  1963  which  became 
effective  October  1,  1963. 

The  Committee  recommends  various  appropriations  totaling 
$1,003,200,000,  a  reduction  of  $38,800,000  in  the  estimates. 

For  the  military  personnel  accounts  for  active  duty  personnel  of  the 
Services,  the  Committee  is  recommending  the  amounts  requested  for 
the  pay  act  increase  but  has  effected  a  5%  reduction,  except  in  the 
Army,  in  the  amounts  requested  for  what  in  effect  is  a  restoration  of 
reductions  made  by  Congress  in  the  1964  Appropriation  Act.  As  of 
the  end  of  February,  1964,  total  regular  military  personnel  had  not 
generally  achieved  program  strengths  on  a  month-by-month  basis. 

For  the  reserve  personnel  accounts,  the  Committee  recommends 
the  amounts  of  the  estimates. 

For  the  Retired  Pay  account,  the  Committee  recommends  a  5% 
reduction  below  the  amount  requested  for  “program”  restoration. 

Reductions  suggested  by  the  Department  subsequent  to  the  hearings 
as  a  result  of  re-calculation  of  estimates  include  $26,000,000  in  Mili¬ 
tary  Personnel,  Army,  and  $2,300,000  in  National  Guard  Personnel, 
Army.  The  various  amounts  are  itemized  by  appropriation  title  in 
the  following  table.

The  Committee  considered  budget  estimates  totaling  $1,085,956 
submitted  in  House  Documents  Nos.  227  and  197  and  recommends 
an  appropriation  of  $921,956,  payable  from  District  of  Columbia  funds. 
I  The  allowance  of  $23,270  for  General  Operating  Expenses  is  for 
'the  payment  of  a  subsidy,  pursuant  to  law,  to  the  WMA  Transit 
Company,  for  transporting  schoolchildren  at  a  reduced  rate. 

An  appropriation  of  $146,000  is  recommended  for  Public  Safety 
for  payments  to  retired  policemen  and  to  widowrs  and  children  of 
deceased  policemen.  There  are  sufficient  funds  already  available  to 
the  Metropolitan  Police  Department  to  absorb  the  $54,000  requested 
for  costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  funeral  of  the  late  President 
Kennedy. 

A  total  of  $248,500  has  been  allowed  under  the  heading  Health 
and  Welfare  to  provide  for  a  larger  public  assistance  caseload  than 
was  anticipated  in  the  1964  estimates.  The  Committee  has  not 
approved  the  increase  in  inpatient  and  outpatient  rates  requested 
for  Children’s  Hospital,  including  the  $110,000  proposed  to  cover 
those  increases  retroactively,  which  in  effect  would  constitute  the 
payment  of  a  subsidy  to  one  private  institution  if  allowed. 

The  full  amount  of  the  budget  requests  for  wage-board  rate  in¬ 
creases,  payment  of  claims,  and  interest  on  funds  borrowed  from  the 
U.S.  Treasury  has  been  approved.

General  Services  Administration 

The  Committee  has  denied  the  $2,338,000  requested  for  Operating 
expenses,  Public  Buildings  Service,  to  finance  the  added  cost  of  pay 
increases  for  wage  board  employees  granted  pursuant  to  law.  The 
Committee  is  advised  that  the  full  cost  can  now  be  absorbed  within 
currently  available  funds. 

Selective  Service  System 

An  appropriation  of  $2,238,000  is  recommended  for  additional 
expenses  of  the  Selective  Service  System  arising  primarily  from  an 
increase  of  36,000,  or  28  percent,  in  the  number  of  inductions  the 
System  is  being  asked  to  provide  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  This 
is  $860,000  less  than  the  budget  estimate. 

The  Committee  recommends  $1,375,000  for  additional  selectee 
travel,  $238,000  for  the  cost  of  recently  enacted  pay  increases  for 
military  personnel,  and  $625,000  of  the  $1,485,000  requested  for 
workload  increases  due  to  the  greater  number  of  inductions  and 
examinations. 

Veterans  Administration 

MEDICAL  CARE 

The  bill  contains  $10,457,000  for  the  cost  of  wage  board  employee 
pay  increases  granted  since  the  regular  budget  estimates  were  pre¬ 
pared.  A  deficiency  of  $10,579,000  was  originally  submitted,  but  was 
subsequently  reduced  by  $122,000  when  it  developed  that  savings  in 
other  parts  of  the  program  could  be  applied  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
supplemental  required. 

COMPENSATION  AND  PENSIONS 

The  Committee  has  approved  the  $30,000,000  deficiency  budget 
estimate  to  meet  additional  requirements  for  disability  compensa¬ 
tion  payments.  The  average  cost  per  case  experienced  during  the 
fiscal  year  to  date  has  been  $803.98  instead  of  $794.00  as  anticipated. 
This  is  due  primarily  to  the  fact  that  disability  tends  to  be  greater  in 
veterans  of  advancing  age,  and  has  increased  more  rapidly  than  ex¬ 
pected.  The  increased  requirements  are  all  attributable  to  service- 
connected  cases. 
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LOAN  GUARANTY  REVOLVING  FUND 

The  Committee  has  approved  the  budget  language  increasing  the 
limitation  on  expenditures  from  the  Loan  guaranty  revolving  fund  in 
the  current  fiscal  year  by  $60,000,000.  Program  activity  is  expected 
to  reach  the  present  $300,000,000  ceiling  on  expenditures  before  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  and  the  increase  is  necessary  to  enable  the 
Veterans  Administration  to  continue  to  honor  valid  claims  and 
obligations  without  unnecessary  delays  in  payment.  No  appropria¬ 
tion  is  required  as  the  account  is  expected  to  have  sufficient  funds  to 
cover  the  increase  in  limitation.

FOREST  PROTECTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

The  budget  estimate  of  $13,000,000  is  recommended  to  replace  funds  ( 
borrowed  from  other  accounts  to  pay  emergency  fire  fighting  costs  for 
the  fiscal  year  to  date  and  to  provide  for  emergency  fire  fighting 
expenses  during  the  remainder  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  INTERIOR 
Bureau  of  Land  Management 

MANAGEMENT  OF  LANDS  AND  RESOURCES 

The  Committee  recommends  the  budget  request  of  $2,500,000  to 
cover  the  cost  of  fire  suppression  on  lands  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Bureau  of  Land  Management.  Of  the  total,  $303,000  is  to  be 
derived  by  transfer  from  “Operation  and  maintenance,  Bureau  of 
Reclamation.” 

Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 

RESOURCES  MANAGEMENT 

The  Committee  has  approved  the  budget  request  of  $500,000,  a 
including  $60,000  to  be  derived  by  transfer,  to  cover  the  cost  of  sup-  " 
pression  and  emergency  prevention  of  fires  on  or  threatening  forest 
and  range  lands  of  Indian  reservations. 

National  Park  Service 

MANAGEMENT  AND  PROTECTION 

The  Committee  recommends  $225,000,  a  reduction  of  $50,000  in 
the  budget  estimate,  to  cover  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  in  the 
National  Parks.

The  bill  includes  $5,000,000,  the  amount  of  the  request.  Due  to 
valid  claims  somewhat  exceeding  the  appropriation  for  1963,  it  was 
necessary  to  defer  $1,546,000  of  benefits  accruing  in  June  and  pay  them 
in  July  from  funds  appropriated  for  1964.  In  addition  it  now  appears 
obvious  that  the  original  1964  estimate,  which  was  the  amount  ap¬ 
propriated,  was  approximately  $3,500,000  short  of  the  amount  neces¬ 
sary  to  pay  benefits  accruing  in  fiscal  year  1964. 

Such  cost  factors  as  the  number  and  severity  of  injuries,  recurrences 
of  old  injuries,  costs  of  medical  care,  and  the  wages  of  civilian  em¬ 
ployees  have  a  direct  influence  on  the  cost  of  benefits  and  cannot  be 
determined  in  advance  with  assurance  of  accuracy.  These  benefits  are 
due  by  law  and  the  Committee  is  recommending  the  full  amount 
which  now  appears  necessary  to  pay  them. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH,  EDUCATION,  AND  WELFARE 

Public  Health  Service 

The  bill  includes  a  group  of  18  appropriation  items  for  various 
activities  of  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service,  totaling  $3,079,000  all  of 
which  is  to  be  derived  by  transfer  from  the  1964  appropriation  for  the 
National  Heart  Institute.  All  of  the  deficiencies  these  appropriations 
are  to  cover  result  directly  from  increased  pay  and  allowances  for 
officers  of  the  Service  resulting  from  the  Uniformed  Services  Pay  Act 
of  1963,  approved  October  2,  1963;  and  wage  board  increases  granted 
in  accordance  with  law. 

The  total  increased  cost  to  the  Public  Health  Service  under  the 
Uniformed  Services  Pay  Act  is  $4,376,100.  The  requests  totaled 
$3,215,000  as  a  result  of  proposed  absorption  of  $1,161,100  of  this 
cost.  The  Committee  has  recently  again  reviewed  the  situation  and 
has  been  advised  that  an  additional  $437,000  can  be  absorbed.  Thus, 
the  requirements  for  additional  funds  for  expenses  under  this  act 
are  $2,778,000.  Wage  board  requirements  are  $301,000  for  a  total 
of  $3,079,000,  the  total  of  the  amounts  carried  in  the  bill.

Saint  Elizabeths  Hospital 

SALARIES  AND  EXPENSES 

The  bill  includes  language  which  will  increase  the  indefinite  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  operating  expenses  of  St.  Elizabeths  Hospital  $462,000. 
This  increase  is  occasioned  solely  by  increases  in  mandatory  costs  for 
wages  of  wage  board  employees  and  salaries  of  medical  officers  under 
the  Uniformed  Services  Pay  Act  of  1963. 

Welfare  Administration 

GRANTS  TO  STATES  FOR  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE 

The  bill  includes  $159,600,000,  the  amount  of  the  request,  in 
addition  to  the  appropriation  of  $2,725,000,000  already  made  for 
these  grants.  The  $2,884,600,000  that  will  be  appropriated  if  this 
additional  amount  is  enacted,  compares  with  $2,738,300,000  appro¬ 
priated  for  1963.  While  it  is  distressing  to  the  Committee  to  see  this 
program  costing  more  every  year,  there  is  practically  no  control  that 
can  be  exercised  via  appropriations.  It  is  obvious  that  the  additional 
funds,  and  perhaps  more,  will  be  required  to  make  payments  author¬ 
ized  by  the  basic  legislation. 

UNITED  STATES  SOLDIERS’  HOME 

Limitation  on  Operation  and  Maintenance  and 
Capital  Outlay 

The  bill  includes  language  to  authorize  the  Home  to  use  an  addi¬ 
tional  $40,000  from  the  Soldiers’  Home  permanent  fund  for  operating 
costs  during  fiscal  year  1964.  The  increased  requirement  is  due  to 
wage  board  increases  made  pursuant  to  law.  The  formal  request, 
which  was  submitted  in  January,  was  for  $120,000.  The  Governor 
has  recently  advised  the  Committee  that  certain  operational  and  con¬ 
tract  costs  have  been  less  than  anticipated  and  that  $80,000  of  the 
original  request  can  be  absorbed  without  curtailing  services.

The  sum  of  $69,400  was  sought 
in  House  Document  203  but  the  committee  has  concluded  that 
$19,600,  above  the  approximate  35  percent  already  projected,  can 
be  absorbed  without  adverse  effect  on  essential  operations.

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POVERTY  ATTACK  SHOULD  BEGIN 
ON  INDIAN  RESERVATIONS 

(Mrs.  FRANCES  P.  BOLTON  asked 
id  was  given  permission  to  address  the 
suse  for  1  minute  and  to  revise  and 
exnmd  her  remarks  and  to  include  a 
newspaper  article.) 

Mrs)y  FRANCES  P.  BOLTON.  Mr. 
SpeakeXaccording  to  an  account  in  the 
New  York  Times,  Secretary  Udall  re¬ 
cently  saicL  in  an  interview  that  the 
logical  starting  place  in  the  attack  on 
poverty  woulcC  be  the  Nation’s  Indian 
reservations.  Many  of  our  400,000  Amer¬ 
ican  Indians  havkybeen  among  the  worst 
fed,  worst  clad,  and  worst  housed  group 
in  the  United  S tares.  It  would  seem 
logical  to  start  an  ancipoverty  campaign 
at  a  grassroots  level  sul$h  as  our  Indian 
reservations — not  just  inShandouts — but 
by  providing  motivation  ukthese  under¬ 
privileged  to  improve  themselves,  and  by 
teaching  them  the  skills  thee  need  to 
do  so. 

In  the  case  of  the  Seneca  Indians  of 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  thX  U.S. 
Government  is  taking  their  best  land  to 
build  the  Kinzua  Dam.  These  people 
owed  no  man  and  never  asked  for  Go 
ernment  aid.  Yet  in  violation  of  our  first' 
treaty  made  in  1794  their  land  is  being 
taken.  Several  months  ago  the  House 
passed  a  bill  (H.R.  1794)  to  authorize 
the  payment  of  $20  million  to  the  Sene¬ 
cas  for  the  loss  of  their  land,  homes, 
bams,  and  so  forth,  and  to  give  them  a 
tolerable  new  start  in  life.  When  this 
matter  reached  the  Senate,  the  author¬ 
ization  was  cut  to  $9  million,  apparently 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  administration’s 
Budget  Bureau.  House-Senate  conferees 
are  now  meeting  on  H.R.  1794.  It  would 
seem  that  if  the  administration  is  really 
earnest  in  wanting  to  help  our  Indian 
population,  they  would  get  behind  the 
House-passed  bill  to  give  the  Senecas  an 
adequate  amount  to  partially  compensate 
them  and  give  them  a  tolerable  new  start 
in  life.  Their  plight  is  a  direct  result  of 
the  U.S.  Government  breaking  a  treaty. 
It  is  not  through  any  fault  of  their  own.

— Inter^r  Secretary 
Stewart  L.  Udall  said  today  tjafit  the  logical 
starting  place  in  President  ^hnson’s  attack 
on  poverty  would  he  th  eolation’s  Indian 
reservations. 

He  said  in  an  interyfcw  that  he  agreed 
with  the  suggestion  by  Senator  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  yesterdavr  that  the  antipoverty 
program  begin  witlypilot  projects  on  reserva¬ 
tions. 

Elaborating  iV’  an  address  to  a  national 
conference  on /ridlan  poverty,  Mr.  Udall  said^ 
Mr.  Johnsor^wanted  Indians  "in  the  very 
forefront”  or  the  program  because  they  were 
suffering  ore  from  poverty  today  than  any 
other  gr^up. 

Mr.  yOdall  cited  a  long  list  of  statistics 
showing  the  destitution  in  which  many  of 
th^fation’s  400,000  reservation  Indians  live 
fa  result  of  poor  opportunities  for  educa- 
Jon,  jobs,  health,  and  housing. 

Under  the  pending  antipoverty  program, 
he  said,  the  Nation  would  make  “for  the  first 
time  in  our  history”  a  major  commitment 


to  lift  Indians  to  a  position  of  opportunity 
long  denied  them. 

One  benefit  to  the  Nation,  Mr.  Udall  said, 
would  be  cultural  contributions  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  paternalism  toward  the  Indians  had 
suppressed. 

After  many  years  of  giving  Indians  a  choice 
between  absorption  in  the  dominant  society 
or  isolation,  he  said,  a  period  of  greater  un¬ 
derstanding  has  begun. 

The  Secretary  said  cultural  diversity 
should  be  welcomed  as  an  antidote  to  con¬ 
formity  in  American  life. 

“Our  culture  is  impoverished  if  we  fail  to 
encourage  our  Indian  citizens  to  make  their 
full  contribution,”  he  said. 

He  warned  that  the  attack  on  poverty 
could  not  be  won  in  a  year  or  a  decade,  how¬ 
ever.  He  said  it  must  be  based  on  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  providing  new  opportunity  for  "a 
whole  generation  of  Americans.” 

Much  would  depend,  he  said,  on  how  In¬ 
dians  help  themselves  in  making  wise  use  of 
whatever  new  assistance  was  made  available. 

The  4-day  conference  is  being  sponsored  by 
the  Council  on  Indian  Affairs,  a  coordinating 
group  for  a  dozen  organizations  that  seek  to 
serve  Indians. 

Some  200  Indians  from  throughout  the, 
country  and  scores  of  representatives  froj 
the  sponsoring  organizations  are  attending.

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  Pursuant  to  sectiol 
8002  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954 
the  Honorable  Hale  Boggs,  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Ways  and  Means,  has  been  designated 
as  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  In¬ 
ternal  Revenue  Taxation  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  death  of  the  late  Honorable 
Thomas  J.  O’Brien.

DEFICIENCY  APPROPRIATION  BILL, 
1964 

Mr.  MAHON.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  move 
that  the  House  resolve  itself  into  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the 
State  of  the  Union  for  the  consideration 
of  the  bill  (H.R.  11201)  making  defi¬ 
ciency  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1964,  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses;  and  pending  that  motion,  Mr. 


Sneaker,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  that 
general  debate  be  limited  to  30  minutes, 
and  that  the  time  be  divided  equally  be¬ 
tween  the  gentleman  from  Iowa  [Mr. 
Jensen]  and  myself. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection 
to  the  request  of  the  gentleman  from 
Texas? 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  reserving 
the  right  to  object,  I  doubt  that  I  will 
object. 

Does  the  gentleman  think  this  will  give 
the  gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr. 
Rooney],  ample  opportunity  to  make 
ludicrous  statements  such  as  he  did  the 
other  day  with  respect  to  the  cost  of 
amendments? 

Mr.  ROONEY  of  New  York.  Mr. 

Speaker,  I  demand  that  the  gentleman’s 
words  be  taken  down. 

The  SPEAKER.  The  Clerk  will  report 
the  words  objected  to. 

Mr.  ROONEY  of  New  York.  Mr. 

Speaker,  I  demand  that  the  gentleman 
from  Iowa  [Mr.  Gross]  be  seated. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  ask 

unanimous  consent  to  withdraw  the 

word  “ludicrous.” 

The  SPEAKER.  Without  objection,  it 
is  so  ordered. 

There  was  no  objection.  \ 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  still  re¬ 
serve  the  right  to  object. 

The  SPEAKER.  The  gentleman  still 
reserves  the  right  to  object. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  repeat 
the  question  I  asked  the  gentleman  from 
Texas.;  that  is,  if  30  minutes  of  general 
debate  will  permit  time  for  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  New  York  [Mr.  Rooney],  to 
make  loose  statements  such  as  he  did 
the  other  day,  with  respect  to  the  cost 
of  amendments  that  may  be  offered  to 
this  or  any  other  bill.  It  seems  the  gen¬ 
tleman  felt  offended  last  Wednesday 
when  I  offered  a  56-word  amendment  to 
his  appropriation  bill.  He  claimed  this 
56-word  amendment,  which  I  offered  to 
all  the  appropriation  bills  last  year  in 
the  nature  of  a  limitation  of  expendi¬ 
tures,  had  cost  the  taxpayers  of  this 
country  thousands  of  dollars.  I  do  not 
know  where  he  gets  his  cost  information. 
I  do  not  know  what  kind  of  a  pencil  or 
process  he  uses  to  make  his  mathemat¬ 
ical  computations,  and  so  I  just  won¬ 
dered  if  the  gentleman  from  Texas  was 
allowing  the  gentleman  from  New  York 
[Mr.  Rooney],  ample  time  to  make  loose 
statements  of  this  kind. 

Mr.  MAHON.  I  would  say  that  the 
gentleman  from  New  York  has  asked  for 
no  time  in  general  debate.  Of  course, 
this  bill  will  be  considered  under  the 
5 -minute  rule,  and  I  have  no  way  of 
knowing  what  the  gentleman  from  Iowa 
or  the  gentleman  from  New  York  may 
wish  to  say  during  this  debate. 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  thank  the  gentleman. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from 
Texas? 

There  was  no  objection. 

The  SPEAKER.  The  question  is  on 
the  motion  offered  by  the  gentleman 
from  Texas. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

IN  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE 

Accordingly,  the  House  resolved  itself 
into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
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on  the  State  of  the  Union  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  bill  H.R.  11201,  with 
Mr.  Ichord  in  the  chair. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  first  read¬ 
ing  of  the  bill  was  dispensed  with. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  Under  the  unani¬ 
mous-consent  agreement  previously  ob¬ 
tained,  the  gentleman  from  Texas  [Mr. 
Mahon]  will  be  recognized  for  15  min¬ 
utes  and  the  gentleman  from  Iowa  [Mr. 
Jensen]  will  be  recognized  for  15  min¬ 
utes.  The  Chair  now  recognizes  the 
gentleman  from  Texas. 

Mr.  MAHON.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  yield 
myself  4  minutes. 

Mr.  Chairman,  this  is  a  deficiency  ap¬ 
propriation  bill.  All  the  items  contained 
in  this  bill  have  been  carefully  screened 
by  subcommittees  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations.  The  bill  is  limited  to 
deficiencies  occasioned  by  new  law  or 
circumstances  requiring  expenditures 
over  which  the  departments  and  agen¬ 
cies  have  little  or  no  control  or  discre¬ 
tion.  The  antideficiency  law  was  con¬ 
siderably  strengthened  in  1950  in  such 
a  way  as  to  narrow  the  grounds  on  which 
the  departments  can  legally  spend  their 
appropriations  at  an  accelerated  rate. 
The  items  in  this  bill,  generally,  meet 
the  tests  of  the  exceptions  permitted  by 
the  law.  We  bring  to  you  a  unanimous 
report.  Insofar  as  I  know,  there  is  no 
controversy  as  to  the  items. 

We  all  realize  that  at  times  it  has  been 
said  the  Congress  makes  reductions  in 
annual  appropriation  bills  in  order  to 
make  a  good  showing  and  thereafter  in 
the  succeeding  year  restores  the  funds 
and  that  most  of  the  reductions  made 
in  the  regular  annual  bills  are,  there¬ 
fore,  not  valid.  This  criticism  is  general¬ 
ly  without  substance.  I  believe  the 
amount  reported  here  which  could  be 
called  “restoration”  is  about  6  percent 
by  way  of  restoration  of  reductions 
which  were  made  in  the  previous  ses¬ 
sion. 

The  class  of  budget  requests  for  fiscal 
1964,  considered  in  this  session  and  to 
which  some  criticism  might  be  more  ap¬ 
propriately  directed,  are  the  various  sup- 
plementals.  These  are  distinguishable 
from  the  deficiency  type  of  item  in  that 
the  departments  are  not  entitled  to  accel¬ 
erate  the  spending  or  otherwise  antici¬ 
pate  approval  of  the  requests.  These 
items  are,  therefore,  subject  to  a  great 
deal  of  discretionary  judgment  by  the 
committee  and  the  Congress.  Many  of 
these  supplementary  propositions  are  to 
get  an  immediate  start  on  programs  for 
which  continued  provision  is  made  in  the 
next  budget.  They,  therefore,  have  an 
intimate  relationship  and  connection  to 
it. 

So,  this  year,  supplemental  items  for 
1964  have  been  disengaged  and  are  be¬ 
ing  considered  along  with  the  fiscal  1965 
budgets  to  which  they  relate.  In  the 
regular  1965  bills  thus  far  adopted,  in¬ 
cluding  the  pending  agriculture  bill 
scheduled  for  floor  action  tomorrow,  the 
House  has  considered  $543,010,700  in 
1964  supplemental  and  disallowed  all 
except  $33,330,000— a  cut  of  $510,180,700, 
or  about  94  percent.  About  $145  million 
in  1964  supplemental  are  still  pending 
and  will  be  disposed  of  shortly. 


The  largest  item  in  the  bill  before  us 
today  has  to  do  with  military  pay.  After 
the  budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year  was 
approved  and  sent  to  the  Congress,  the 
Congress  passed  a  pay  increase  for  mili¬ 
tary  personnel.  Last  year  we  did  not  put 
that  money  in  the  regular  annual  defense 
appropriation  bill.  We  knew  additional 
funds  would  be  required.  Therefore, 
there  are  funds  in  this  bill  for  military 
pay  resulting  from  the  Uniformed  Serv¬ 
ices  Pay  Act  of  1963.  This  is  an  item 
which  can  be  explained  by  the  utilization 
of  fifth  grade  arithmetic — so  much  in¬ 
crease  for  so  many  people  comes  to  a 
certain  figure. 

The  report,  which  is  available  to  Mem¬ 
bers,  shows  that  this  bill  carries  a  total 
of  $1,264,913,689,  a  reduction  of  $42,467,- 
100  below  the  estimate.  Mr.  Chairman, 
the  reduction  is  small,  but  we  must  re¬ 
member  that  these  are  instances  quali¬ 
fying  as  deficiencies  under  the  limited 
exceptions  to  the  rigid  prohibitions 
against  deficiency  spending  in  the  anti¬ 
deficiency  law.  Thus,  as  a  practical 
matter,  there  is  relatively  little  discretion 
that  can  be  exercised.  For  example, 
slightly  over  $1.2  billion — about  96  per¬ 
cent  of  the  bill  total — is  in  the  items  for 
military  pay  costs  including  retired  pay, 
public  assistance  matching  grants,  and 
veterans’  compensation.  This  bill  in¬ 
cludes  a  number  of  items  from  various 
other  departments  and  agencies  of  the 
Government;  Agriculture,  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia,  independent  offices,  Interior, 
Labor,  and  so  on. 

These  items  are  discussed  somewhat 
in  detail  in  the  report.  I  believe  that 
this  action  today  is  more  or  less  routine. 
It  is  certainly  mandatory  if  we  are  to 
meet  our  requirements  and  pay  the  legit¬ 
imate  bills  of  the  Government. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  the  defi¬ 
ciency  appropriation  bill. 

Mr.  JENSEN.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  yield 
myself  such  time  as  I  may  require. 

Mr.  Chairman,  as  I  am  sure  almost 
every  Member  of  Congress  is  aware,  the 
Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  De¬ 
ficiencies  was  abolished  early  in  this 
session  of  Congress.  Each  budget  re¬ 
quest  for  a  supplemental  or  deficiency 
appropriation  was  sent  to  and  considered 
by  the  regular  subcommittee  which  had 
jurisdiction  over  the  department  or 
agency  involved. 

I  think  it  would  be  well,  Mr.  Chairman, 
to  read  into  the  record  these  facts  that 
are  set  forth  in  the  committee’s  report. 

In  contrast  to  the  bill  usually  reported  In 
each  session  to  supply  supplemental  and  de¬ 
ficiency  appropriations  for  the  current  year, 
the  accompanying  bill  is  limited  to  budget 
requests  resting  on  circumstances  meeting 
the  exceptions  to  the  prohibitions  in  the 
antideficiency  statute  against  accelerated, 
or  deficiency,  spending  rates.  That,  in 
essence,  explains  the  nominal  size  of  the  re¬ 
ductions  recommended.  The  bulk  of  the 
supplemental  budget  requests — those  not 
resting  on  any  permitted  statutory  excep¬ 
tion  and  thus  subject  to  greater  discretion¬ 
ary  judgment  by  the  committee — are  being 
considered  in  connection  with  the  regular 
1965  supply  bills.  In  such  bills,  including  for 
currentness  the  agriculture  bill  reported  to¬ 
day,  supplemental  budget  estimates  of  $543,- 
510,700  have  been  reduced  $510,180,700  (94 
percent)  by  the  House,  allowing  only  $33,- 
330,000.  In  addition,  approximately  $145 
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million  of  such  supplemental  estimates 
remain  to  be  disposed  of  in  bills  not  yet  re¬ 
ported  to  the  House. 

This  bill  provides  appropriations  to  various 
departments  and  agencies  totaling  $1,264,- 
913,689,  a  reduction  of  $42,467,100  from  the 
requests;  $1,162,800,000,  or  about  92  percent 
of  the  bill  total  is  for  military  pay  costs  and 
public  assistance  matching  grants.  The 
table  following  summarizes  by  chapter  the 
budget  estimates  and  amounts  recommended 
in  the  bill.  Action  on  the  various  requests  is 
discussed  on  a  corresponding  chapter  basis. 

Mr.  Chairman,  as  the  gentleman  from 
Texas  [Mr.  Mahon]  has  explained  to  the 
Members  of  the  Committee,  this  is  purely 
a  deficiency  bill. 

There  are  some  items  in  this  bill  in 
addition  to  the  mandatory  military  pay 
increases.  For  instance  there  are  ap¬ 
propriations  the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
replenish  funds  used  for  forest  fire  fight¬ 
ing.  Mr.  Chairman,  several  agencies  of 
Government  have  had,  in  areas  over 
which  they  have  jurisdiction,  some  ter¬ 
rible,  devastating  forest  fires  during  the 
past  year.  We,  as  a  rule,  appropriate  a 
token  sum  in  the  general  appropriation 
bills  for  forest  fire  fighting,  but  rarely 
do  we  appropriate  sufficient  funds  with 
which  to  pay  the  entire  bill.  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  this  Congress  has  always  given  such 
agencies  that  do  have  forests  under  their 
jurisdiction  the  authority  to  spend  on  a 
deficiency  basis  for  this  purpose,  in  fact, 
we  insist  that  when  a  forest  fire  breaks 
out  that  they  go  in  there  and  put  out 
that  fire  just  as  quickly  as  possible.  It 
costs  a  lot  of  money  to  fight  fires.  Hence, 
it  is  necessary  to  include  in  this  bill  the 
necessary  funds  to  replenish  the  funds 
which  have  been  spent,  on  a  deficiency 
basis,  for  forest  fire  fighting  purposes. 

Also,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  this  bill  are 
gratuity  allowances  which  we  allow  to 
the  widows  of  deceased  Members  of  Con¬ 
gress.  I  know  that  every  American  as 
well  as  every  Member  of  Congress  is  very 
much  in  favor  of  those  items. 

Mr.  Chairman,  in  conclusion,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  in  complete  agreement 
with  the  gentleman  from  Texas  [Mr. 
Mahon]  with  regard  to  the  items  which 
are  covered  in  this  bill. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Iowa  has  expired. 

Mr.  JENSEN.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  yield 
myself  3  additional  minutes. 

Mr.  JONAS.  Mr.  Chairman,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  JENSEN.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  JONAS.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  did  not 
ask  for  any  time  and  I  am  aware  of  the 
fact  that  I  am  imposing  upon  the  time 
of  the  gentleman  from  Iowa.  However, 
I  do  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Members  of  the  Committee  to  two  items 
in  this  bill  which  are  contained  in  the 
independent  offices  section. 

The  first  item  deals  with  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  $2,338,000  that  originally  had 
been  requested  by  the  General  Services 
Administration  to  take  care  of  Wage 
Board  increases.  The  Administrator  of 
the  General  Services  Administration 
came  back,  following  the  hearings,  and 
reported  to  the  subcommittee  that  his 
agency  would  be  able  to  absorb  that  cost. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  deserves  a  word  of  praise  on  the 
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floor  of  the  House  for  finding  a  way 
within  the  agency  to  absorb  a  $2,388,000 
mandatoxy  Wage  Board  increase. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  just  wanted  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  today  and  to 
others  who  read  the  Record  that  the 
General  Services  Administration  was 
able  to  do  that.  As  a  result  of  this  ac¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  the  Administrator,  we 
will  not  have  to  appropriate  this  large 
sum  which  originally  had  been  requested. 

Mr.  JENSEN.  I  thank  the  gentleman 
from  North  Carolina  for  informing  the 
House  of  that  fact. 

Mr.  JONAS.  If  the  gentleman  will 
yield  further,  I  would  also  like  to  call  at¬ 
tention  to  another  item  that  is  disturb¬ 
ing.  That  is  the  item  in  the  amount  of 
$60  million  which  is  discussed  on  page  10 
of  the  report.  That  item  represents  an 
increase  of  $60  million  in  the  limitation 
on  expenditures  from  the  loan  guarantee 
revolving  fund  of  the  VA.  The  increase 
is  required  to  enable  the  Veterans’  Ad¬ 
ministration  to  discharge  its  obligations 
to  take  up  defaulted  mortgages.  I  men¬ 
tion  this  because  it  points  up  a  situa¬ 
tion  that  is  becoming  quite  serious  in  this 
country.  Not  only  is  the  Veterans’  Ad¬ 
ministration  involved  in  a  heavy  fore¬ 
closure  situation,  but  the  same  thing  ap¬ 
plies  to  the  Federal  Housing  Administra¬ 
tion,  which  is  having  to  acquire  a  sub¬ 
stantial  number  of  dwellings,  the  mort¬ 
gages  on  which  have  gone  in  default. 

Here  in  one  single  item  we  are  having 
to  authorize  the  VA  to  use  an  additional 
$60  million  over  and  above  the  amount 
the  VA  estimated  that  it  would  need  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  pay  off  de¬ 
faulted  mortgages.  That  is  a  subject  of 
considerable  alarm  to  me,  as  I  know  it  is 
to  members  of  the  subcommittee,  and  I 
thought  it  would  be  worth  while  to  take  a 
minute  of  the  gentleman’s  time  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  situation  as  well  as  the  favor¬ 
able  one  from  the  General  Services  Ad¬ 
ministration. 

Mr.  JENSEN.  I  thank  the  gentleman. 
I  suggest  that  the  gentleman  extend  his 
remarks  in  the  Record  and  explain  the 
reason  why  such  defaults  have  taken 
place.  Will  the  gentleman  do  that? 

Mr.  JONAS.  I  would  if  I  could  but, 
unfortunately,  no  one  seems  to  know  why 
we  are  having  this  heavy  increase  in 
mortgage  defaults.  I  do  know  that  there 
has  been  a  heavy  and  alarming  increase 
in  recent  years  in  the  number  of  property 
acquisitions  by  the  VA  and  FHA  as  a 
result  of  mortgage  defaults.  The  sub¬ 
committee  has  expressed  its  concert*  to 
the  agencies  involved  and  we  hope  some 
appropriate  steps  can  be  taken  to  correct 
the  situation  before  it  gets  out  of  hand. 

Mr.  LANGEN.  Mr.  Chairman,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  JENSEN.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Minnesota. 

Mr.  LANGEN.  I  thank  the  gentleman 
for  his  generosity  in  yielding  to  me.  I 
want  to  call  an  item  to  his  attention  and 
to  the  attention  of  the  entire  Commit¬ 
tee.  Of  very  recent  date,  the  Indian 
Claims  Commission  has  granted  an 
award  to  the  Red  Lake  and  Pembina 
Indians  in  Minnesota  to  the  extent  of 
some  $2  million,  this  has  been  done  in 
the  very  last  days,  so  of  course  it  was 
impossible  for  this  Committee  to  give 


consideration  to  that  item,  as  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  give  it  consideration  today. 
It  might  well  be  an  item  for  the  other 
body  to  include  later,  and  so  in  that 
way  become  a  subject  for  conference 
committee  consideration  at  a  future  date. 
I  take  this  particular  opportunity  to  call 
this  matter  to  the  gentleman’s  attention 
so  that  proper  consideration  might  be 
made  at  that  time.  It  has  been  in  liti¬ 
gation  since  1948.  Of  course,  it  is  of 
consequence  and  significance  to  the  Red 
Lake  and  Pembina  Indians  who  have 
waited  so  patiently  for  this  consideration 
all  of  these  years. 

Mr.  JENSEN.  I  thank  the  gentleman. 
I  am  pleased  he  has  brought  this  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Members  of  the 
House. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  If  there  are  no  fur¬ 
ther  requests  for  time,  the  Clerk  will 
read  the  bill  for  amendment. 

Th  Clerk  read  as  follows: 

REPAYMENT  OF  LOANS  AND  INTEREST 

For  an  additional  amount  for  “Repayment 
of  loans  and  interest,”  $2,265. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  to 
strike  out  the  last  word. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  should  like  to  ask 
someone  about  the  $2,265  to  be  found 
at  this  point  in  the  bill,  not  because  of 
the  size  of  the  item,  but  is  this  an  inter¬ 
est  payment  or  does  it  contribute  to  the 
interest  payment  on  the  stadium? 

Mr.  NATCHER.  Mr.  Chairman,  will 
the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  am  glad  to  yield  to  my 
friend,  the  gentleman  from  Kentucky. 

Mr.  NATCHER.  I  am  glad  to  say  to 
my  friend  from  Iowa  that  this  amount  of 
$2,265  is  the  balance  due  on  the  interest 
payment  for  the  fiscal  year  1964  on  the 
stadium.  I  know  how  the  gentleman 
feels  about  the  stadium  and  he  is  right 
about  this  project.  I  sincerely  believe  it 
is  a  white  elephant  and  certainly  should 
never  have  been  placed  on  the  taxpayers 
here  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The 
stadium  cost  about  $20,500,000.  The  in¬ 
terest  has  run  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$832,000.  Two  payments  were  borrowed 
from  the  Treasury  by  the  Commission¬ 
ers  in  the  District,  as  provided  for  by 
law,  with  each  payment  totaling  $415,800. 
The  total  sum  then  was  $831,600,  which 
was  short  $2,265.  This  is  this  amount 
that  had  to  be  borrowed  to  pay  the  in¬ 
terest  on  $20,500,000  worth  of  stadium 
bonds. 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  thank  the  gentleman 
for  his  excellent  explanation  of  this  item 
in  the  bill.  Does  he  consider  this  to  be 
setting  any  kind  of  precedent  with  re¬ 
spect  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  entire  coun¬ 
try  contributing  to  the  interest  payments 
on  this  stadium,  which  supposedly  was 
to  be  financed  out  of  private  funds;  is 
that  not  correct? 

Mr.  NATCHER.  The  gentleman  is 
absolutely  correct.  I  concur  with  him 
that  this  is  certainly  not  good  procedure. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Does  the  gentleman 
think  this  is  setting  a  precedent  that 
will  haunt  us  with  larger  amounts  in 
the  future? 

Mr.  NATCHER.  I  do  not  think  the  in¬ 
terest  payment  will  be  larger  as  far  as  the 
bonds  are  concerned,  but  to  a  certain  ex¬ 
tent  it  might  set  a  precedent.  I  say  to 
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the  gentleman  frankly  that  he  is  correct 
and  further  state  to  the  Members  of  the 
House  that  this  burden  should  not  be 
carried  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  thoroughly  agree  with 
the  gentleman.  I  regret  that  I  do  not 
have  an  amendment  prepared  to  delete 
this  item. 

The  Clerk  read  as  follows : 

CHAPTER  VI 

Department  of  Labor

Employees’  compensation  claims  and 
expenses 

For  an  additional  amount  for  “Employees’ 
compensation  claim  and  expenses”, 
$5,000,000. 

Mr.  O’HARA  of  Michigan.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  move  to  strike  out  the  last 
word. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  very  disappointed 
to  find  that  no  funds  were  included  in 
the  deficiency  appropriation  for  the 
needs  of  the  Manpower  Development  and 
Training  Act.  I  carefully  read  the  report 
and  I  am,  of  course,  aware  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  given  for  the  failure  to  include 
funds  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  the  House 
ought  to  be  aware  of  some  of  the  diffi¬ 
culties  in  this  manpower  program  caused 
by  a  lack  of  funds. 

About  the  middle  of  last  month,  Mr. 
Chairman,  the  training  program  com¬ 
mitments  for  approved  projects  equalled 
$103  million.  Projects  for  an  additional 
$35  million  were  approved,  but  unfunded 
for  lack  of  funds.  In  excess  of  $25  mil¬ 
lion  is  required  in  the  current  fiscal  year. 
The  lack  of  a  1964  supplemental  appro¬ 
priation  has  also  meant  the  virtual  ces¬ 
sation  of  future  program  approvals  since 
the  middle  of  January. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  will  not  offer  an 
amendment  at  this  time  because  I  rec¬ 
ognize  the  limited  nature  of  the  items 
contained  in  the  bill  before  us  today.  I 
do  want  to  call  attention,  however,  to  the 
needs  of  the  manpower  development  and 
training  program  and  express  the 
earnest  wish  that  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  will  have  an  opportunity 
in  the  near  future  to  consider  the  cur¬ 
rent  needs  of  this  important  program. 

The  gentleman  from  Rhode  Island 
[Mr.  Fogarty],  who  managed  the  bill  in¬ 
cluding  the  1965  appropriations  for  the 
Department  of  Labor,  had  included  a 
proviso  therein  that  fiscal  year  1965 
funds  could  be  used  in  fiscal  year  1964. 
However,  it  is  now  apparent  that  the  bill 
providing  1965  Labor  Department  funds 
will  not  be  approved  before  the  end  of 
fiscal  year  1964  because  of  the  legisla¬ 
tive  logjam  in  the  other  body.  I 
strongly  urge  in  the  next  few  weeks  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  seriously 
consider  the  needs  of  the  manpower  pro¬ 
gram  for  supplemental  funds. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  include  in  the  Record 
at  this  point  a  summary  of  Manpower 
Development  and  Training  Act  needs: 

By  mid-April,  training  program  commit¬ 
ments  tor  approved  projects  equaled  $103 
million,  projects  for  an  additional  $35  mil¬ 
lion  were  approved  but  unfunded  for  lack 
of  available  resources,  and  the  States  had  re¬ 
ported  an  additional  $103  million  in  spe- 
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cific  program  plans  already  under  develop¬ 
ment. 

The  lack  of  a  1964  supplemental  appro¬ 
priation  of  $55  million  has  not  only  meant 
the  virtual  cessation  of  new  program  ap¬ 
provals  since  mid-January  but  none  of  the 
amendments  enacted  in  December  1963  can 
be  implemented  until  more  funds  are  avail¬ 
able.  Loss  of  the  supplemental  resources 
also  has  a  serious  effect  on  new  program 
capability  to  be  realized  from  the  1965  ap¬ 
propriation. 

This  means  that  the  entire  Manpower  De¬ 
velopment  and  Training  Act  program,  which 
was  just  reaching  full  stride  in  the  middle  of 
fiscal  year  1964,  will  be  brought  to  a  full  stop 
during  the  final  quarter.  Although  ap¬ 
provals  have  been  drastically  curtailed  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  2  months,  development  has 
been  surprisingly  well  sustained  on  the  hope, 
in  the  States  and  local  communities,  that 
additional  funding  would  quickly  become 
available.  We  can  now  expect  new  project 
development  to  fall  off  almost  completely. 
In  fact,  many  States  employment  services 
and  vocational  education  agencies  have  al¬ 
ready  notified  the  Department  that  they 
will  not  develop  additional  training  projects 
until  funding  becomes  available.  Thus,  even 
when  new  funds  become  available  as  of 
July  1,  the  momentum  of  the  program  will 
have  been  lost  and  program  development 
will  virtually  have  to  begin  anew. 

Approvable  projects,  those  awaiting  fund¬ 
ing,  can  now  be  found  in  42  States,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico. 
Thus,  four  out  of  every  five  jurisdictions 
eligible  have  projects  ready  to  go  but  for 
lack  of  funds.  In  each  of  11  States,  the 
approvable  projects  involve  more  than  $1 
million:  Alabama,  California,  Georgia,  Illi¬ 
nois,  Iowa,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  and  Tennessee. 

In  December  1963  Congress  in  its  wisdom 
passed  a  series  of  amendments  to  the  Man¬ 
power  Development  and  Training  Act.  Lack 
of  action  in  providing  a  supplemental  appro¬ 
priation  now  makes  it  impossible  to  imple¬ 
ment  these  very  amendments  that  would: 

(a)  Provide  basic  literacy  and  educational 
skills  needed  by  many  youth  and  adults  be¬ 
fore  they  can  enter  occupational  preparation 
programs; 

(b)  Increase  the  number  of  eligible  heads 
of  families  who  could  benefit  from  the  train¬ 
ing; 

(c)  Increase  the  training  allowance  mak¬ 
ing  it  possible  for  heads  of  families  to  remain 
in  training  programs  that  will  prepare  them 
for  jobs  rather  than  to  seek  welfare  arrange¬ 
ments  that  would  more  adequately  provide 
for  their  family’s  well-being. 

(d)  Provide  for  extending  training  with 
allowances  to  more  youth — youth  who  now 
comprise  a  major  segment  of  our  unem¬ 
ployed — youth  who  without  adequate  prep¬ 
aration  for  the  world  of  work  will  become 
the  hard-core  unemployed  of  the  future. 

Programs  and  projects  mean  people — the 
unemployed  and  disadvantaged  citizens  who 
need  and  want  training  for  jobs  that  will 
make  them  self-supporting.  For  these  peo¬ 
ple  to  see  a  training  program  evaporate — a 
program  that  emerged  in  their  community 
because  there  would  be  jobs  for  those  who 
were  trained — a  program  advocated  by  their 
State  agencies — is  a  traumatic  experience  for 
one  who  was  clutching  at  a  “last  chance.” 
Many  of  the  unemployed  who  had  been  tested 
and  selected  for  training  in  such  programs 
will  lose  faith  and  turn  to  welfare  programs 
that  will  be  difficult  to  leave  if  the  training 
program  is  made  available  much  later  when 
funds  do  become  available. 

Local  and  State  officials  having  given  much 
effort  to  the  planning  and  development  of 
projects  that  remain  unfunded  lose  their 
zest  for  a  program  with  such  instability.  It 
is  only  logical  that  they  would  adopt  a  “wait 
and  see”  attitude  before  moving  ahead  with 
new  projects  even  though  the  potential  for 


successful  employment  of  available  people 
exists. 

Examples  of  unfunded  projects  follow  this 
summary. 

ALABAMA 

Project  No.  220  (statewide)  which  was  ap¬ 
proved  at  a  review  team  meeting  and  is  cur¬ 
rently  awaiting  funding,  is  scheduled  to  train 
3,530  persons  at  a  cost  of  $4,124,000  (includ¬ 
ing  fiscal  1964  costs  of  $2,471,000).  The  oc¬ 
cupations  in  which  training  is  to  be  provided 
include  the  following:  Nurse  aid,  orderly, 
clerk-typist,  clerk,  general  office,  clerk-ste¬ 
nographer,  all-round  farm  machinery  opera¬ 
tor,  cook,  hotel  and  restaurant,  nurse, 
licensed  practical,  draftsman,  presser.  This 
project  is  designed  to  train  persons  lacking 
adequate  educational  attainment  or  work  ex¬ 
perience  to  compete  for  available  jobs,  par¬ 
ticularly  adults  from  rural  areas.  Testing 
and  counseling  services  will.be  provided  for 
trainees. 

ARKANSAS 

Project  No.  233  is  designed  to  train  62 
farm  machinery  operators  in  the  Blytheville 
area  at  an  estimated  fiscal  1964  cost  of 
$17,000.  Most  of  the  trainees  are  expected 
to  be  men  with  less  than  8  years  of  educa¬ 
tion  and  come  from  low-income  farm  fami¬ 
lies.  While  the  trainees  will  have  had  some 
familiarity  with  farm  equipment  operations, 
they  will  not  have  had  experience  in  han¬ 
dling  more  complex  and  costly  equipment. 
The  start  of  this  8-week  course,  origi¬ 
nally  scheduled  for  February  3,  1964,  is  being 
delayed  by  the  lack  of  Manpower  Develop¬ 
ment  and  Training  Act  funds. 

Project  No.  231  in  the  Little  Rock-North 
Little  Rock  area  is  designed  to  train  20 
automobile  mechanics  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $41,000  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$27,500).  Trainees  for  this  project  will  be 
selected  from  male  youths  16  to  22  years  of 
age.  Automobile  dealers  and  oil  companies 
have  indicated  a  willingness  to  hire  trainees 
completing  the  course.  The  start  of  this  52- 
week  course,  orginally  scheduled  for  Feb¬ 
ruary  1964,  has  been  delayed  by  the  lack  of 
Manpower  Development  and  Training  Act 
funds. 

CALIFORNIA 

Fourteen  California  projects,  which  have 
been  approved  at  review  meetings,  are  cur¬ 
rently  awaiting  funding.  Among  these 
projects  are  the  following: 

Project  No.  311  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  area  is  designed  to  train  500  dis¬ 
advantaged  youth  in  10  occupations  at  a 
total  cost  of  $851,500.  Among  these  occupa¬ 
tions  are  frameman,  service  station  atten¬ 
dant,  beauty  operator,  insurance  rate  clerk, 
duplicating-machine  operator,  stenographer, 
and  licensed  vocational  nurse.  To  be  se¬ 
lected  for  training,  applicants  must  be  at 
least  16  year  of  age,  be  unemployed  or  under¬ 
employed,  and  must  have  educational  de¬ 
ficiencies  or  other  serious  difficulties  in  ob¬ 
taining  successful  employment.  Counseling 
and  basic  education  as  well  as  vocational 
training  will  be  provided  in  this  project.  A 
number  of  local  government  and  private 
organizations  are  cooperating  with  the  Em¬ 
ployment  Service  in  this  project. 

Multioccupation  project  No.  308  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  train  500  person  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland  area  at  a  total  cost  of  $985,000 
(including  fiscal  1964  costs  of  $607,000). 
The  occupations  in  which  training  is  to  be 
provided  include  the  following:  auto-service- 
station-attendant  helper,  mechanical  trades, 
office-machine  serviceman  (entry),  duplicat¬ 
ing-machine  operator,  general  clerk,  licensed 
vocational  nurse,  orderly,  medical  service, 
salesperson,  general,  beauty  operator  (entry) , 
and  groundskeeper  (entry). 

This  project  is  designed  to  train  and  place 
in  employment  adult  members  of  minority 
groups  and  other  disadvantaged  persons 
lacking  work  experience  and  having  educa¬ 
tional  and  other  deficiences.  A  number  of 


local  government  and  private  organizations 
are  cooperating  with  the  Employment  Serv¬ 
ice  in  this  project. 

Project  No.  317  is  designed  to  train  25 
stationary  engineers  in  the  Los  Angeles-Long 
Beach  area  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $92,600. 
The  local  union  believes  placement  of  these 
trainees  is  assured  upon  completion  of 
training.  Trainees  completing  this  course 
are  expected  to  receive  from  $2.50  to  $2.91 
per  hour. 

FLORIDA 

Seven  Florida  projects  which  have  been 
approved  at  review  meetings  are  currently 
awaiting  funding.  Among  these  projects  are 
the  following: 

Project  No.  230  is  designed  to  train  240 
disadvantaged  youths  in  the  Tampa  area  in 
five  occupations  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$198,600.  The  occupations  in  which  training 
is  to  be  provided  include  automobile  me¬ 
chanic,  automobile-body  repairman,  automo¬ 
bile  upholsterer,  upholsterers  II,  and  clerk, 
general  office.  This  project  is  scheduled  to 
train  youths  16  to  21  years  of  age  who  lack 
job  motivation  and  have  substandard  home 
and  community  environments.  Extensive 
testing  and  counseling  will  be  provided  dur¬ 
ing  a  prevocational  period.  If  necessary, 
trainees  will  receive  remedial  instruction  to 
assist  their  preparation  for  occupational 
training. 

Project  No.  221  is  designed  to  train  15 
automobile-body  repairmen  in  the  Winter 
Park  area  at  a  cost  of  $27,200  (including  fis¬ 
cal  1964  costs  of  $19,000) . 

Project  No.  221  in  the  Tampa  area  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  train  60  automobile  parts  salesper¬ 
sons  at  a  cost  of  $49,300  (including  fiscal 
1964  costs  of  $30,300) . 

GEORGIA 

Three  Georgia  projects,  which  have  been 
approved  at  review  meetings,  are  currently 
awaiting  funding.  Among  these  projects  are 
the  following: 

Project  No.  215,  a  statewide  multioccupa- 
tional  youth  training  project,  is  designed  to 
train  840  trainees  in  22  occupations  at  a 
cost  of  $1,270,300  (including  $635,400  in  fis¬ 
cal  1964  cdsts).  Among  the  occupations  for 
which  training  is  to  be  provided  are:  auto¬ 
service-station  mechanic,  cashier  (grocery 
checker),  clerk-stenographer,  electrical  ap¬ 
pliance  serviceman,  lithographic  pressman, 
machine-tool  operator,  sheet  metal  fabrica¬ 
ting  machine  operator,  and  tabulating- 
machine  operator.  Trainees  will  be  selected 
from  disadvantaged  youths  between  16-21 
years  of  age  who  have  an  inadequate  edu¬ 
cation,  limited  work  experience,  substandard 
home  and  community  environments,  and 
lack  job  motivation.  Extensive  testing  and 
counseling  will  be  furnished  during  a  pre¬ 
vocational  period,  with  basic  education  also 
provided  to  trainees  where  needed.  Several 
community  groups  and  organizations  are  co¬ 
operating  with  the  Employment  Service  on 
this  project. 

Project  No.  216,  a  statewide  multioccupa- 
tional  training  project,  is  designed  to  train 
1,710  adults  in  30  occupations  at  a  cost  of 
$3,171,000  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of  $1,- 
912,000).  Among  the  occupations  for  which 
training  is  to  be  provided  are,  air  condition¬ 
ing  mechanic  (entry),  farm  machinery  op¬ 
erator,  auto  mechanic  (entry),  clerk-stenog¬ 
rapher,  electrical  appliance  serviceman, 
machine  tool  operator,  and  welder  (combi¬ 
nation)  .  Extensive  testing  and  counseling, 
as  well  as  basic  education,  will  be  provided 
for  trainees  where  needed. 

Project  No.  217  is  designed  to  train  80 
general  office  clerks  in  a  33-week  training 
course  in  Macon  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$161,800  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$78,500) . 

IOWA 

Two  Iowa  projects,  which  have  been  ap¬ 
proved  at  review  team  meetings,  are  cur¬ 
rently  awaiting  funding.  These  are: 
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Project  No.  221,  a  multioccupational  youth 
project  in  the  Des  Moines  area,  is  designed 
to  train  200  youths  in  12  occupations  at  a 
cost  of  $492,800  (including  fiscal  1964  costs 
of  $294,500).  Among  the  occupations  in 
which  training  is  to  be  provided  are  appli¬ 
ance  repairman,  automobile-body  repair¬ 
man,  stock  clerk,  service-station  attendant, 
and  cook.  Trainees  will  be  selected  from 
youths  17  to  22  years  of  age,  particularly 
those  who  are  members  of  low-income  fami¬ 
lies,  have  inadequate  education,  limited  work 
experience,  and  insufficient  job  motivation. 
Extensive  testing  and  counseling,  as  well  as 
basic  education,  will  be  provided. 

Project  No.  218  is  a  statewide  project  de¬ 
signed  to  train  120  electronic  computer  me¬ 
chanics  for  50  weeks  at  a  cost  of  $657,000 
(including  fiscal  1964  costs  of  $394,000). 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Eight  Massachusetts  projects,  which  have 
been  approved  at  review  team  meetings,  are 
currently  awaiting  funding.  Among  these 
projects  are  the  following: 

Project  No.  267,  a  multioccupational  proj¬ 
ect  in  the  Boston  area,  is  designed  to  train 
1,305  adults  in  14  occupations  at  a  total  cost 
of  $1,454,900  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$1,030,300).  Trainees  for  this  project  will  be 
selected  from  the  hard-core  unemployed, 
with  assistance  provided  by  the  Social  Wel¬ 
fare  Department  in  finding  prospective 
trainees  among  welfare  recipients.  Exten¬ 
sive  testing  and  counseling  will  be  provided 
during  a  prevocational  period.  If  necessary, 
trainees  will  receive  remedial  instruction  to 
assist  their  preparation  for  occupational 
training. 

Project  No.  268  is  designed  to  train  20 
electrical  appliance  repairmen  in  a  41 -week 
course  in  the  Greenfield  area,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $47,125  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$29,845). 

Project  No.  270  in  the  Springfield-Holyoke- 
Chicopee  area  is  designed  to  train  20  auto¬ 
mobile  mechanics  (entry)  in  a  31-week  course 
at  a  cost  of  $46,100  (including  fiscal  1964 
costs  of  $30,980) . 

MICHIGAN 

Thirty-five  Michigan  projects,  which  have 
been  approved  at  review  team  meetings,  are 
currently  awaiting  funding.  Among  these 
are  the  following : 

Project  No.  247  is  designed  to  train  a  total 
of  60  electrical  appliance  servicemen,  furnace 
installer  repairmen,  radio  and  television  re¬ 
pairmen,  and  refrigeration  mechanics  in  the 
Marquette  area  in  a  48 -week  course  at  a  total 
project  cost  of  $307,300  (including  an  esti¬ 
mated  fiscal  1964  cost  of  $146,000) . 

Project  No.  251,  a  youth  project  in  the 
Grand  Rapids  area  is  scheduled  to  train  32 
automobile  mechanics  in  a  44-week  course 
at  a  total  project  cost  of  $68,500  (including 
an  estimated  fiscal  1964  cost  of  $42,200). 

Project  No.  276  is  designed  to  train  40 
woodworking  machine  operators  in  the 
Muskegon  area  in  a  20-week  course  at  a  total 
project  cost  of  $47,900  (including  an  esti¬ 
mated  fiscal  1964  cost  of  $29,400) . 

NEW  JERSEY 

As  of  April  28,  1964,  some  17  projects  that 
have  been  approved  at  review  team  meetings 
are  currently  awaiting  funding. 

These  include  three  youth  projects  in  the 
Newark  area  (New  Jersey  270,  271,  272)  de¬ 
signed  to  train  20  cabinetmakers,  20  automo¬ 
bile  mechanics,  and  20  machine-tool  oper¬ 
ators  for  a  period  of  27  weeks.  The  total  esti¬ 
mated  costs  of  these  projects  are  $10,800 
each  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of  $830 
each).  The  prospective  trainees  are  high 
school  dropouts  who  are  members  of  minority 
groups,  have  substandard  home  and  com¬ 
munity  environments,  and  lack  adequate  job 
motivation.  Extensive  testing  and  counsel¬ 
ing  will  be  provided  during  a  6-week  prevo¬ 
cational  period.  The  Newark  Youth  Center 


is  cooperating  with  the  employment  service 
in  the  prevocational  phase  of  these  projects. 

Project  No.  244  in  Salem  is  scheduled  to 
train  17  machinists  in  a  52-week  course  at  an 
‘estimated  cost  of  about  $70,000  (including 
fiscal  1964  costs  of  $30,000) . 

Project  No.  246  is  designed  to  train  30 
engine-lathe  operators  in  the  Perth  Amboy- 
New  Brunswick  area  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$66,200  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$37,000) .  The  start  of  this  27-week  project, 
originally  scheduled  for  May  13,  1964,  has 
been  delayed  by  lack  of  Manpower  Develop¬ 
ment  and  Training  Act  funds. 

NEW  YORK 

As  of  April  29,  1964,  some  19  projects  ap¬ 
proved  at  review  team  meetings  are  awaiting 
funding.  Among  these  projects  are  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Project  No.  300  in  the  Rochester  area  is 
scheduled  to  train  1,000  disadvantaged 
youths  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,200,000  (including 
fiscal  1964  costs  of  $1,500,000) .  Training  is  to 
be  provided  in  metal  machining,  automobile 
service,  and  a  variety  of  other  skilled,  clerical, 
service,  technical,  and  professional  occupa¬ 
tions.  This  project  is  designed  to  aid  minor¬ 
ity  group  youth  with  limited  educational 
attainment,  young  persons  from  low-income 
families,  individuals  with  serious  emotional 
and  personal  problems,  and  other  disad¬ 
vantaged  youth.  Intensive  counseling,  test¬ 
ing  and  remedial  training  in  grammar,  spell¬ 
ing,  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  will 
be  among  the  services  offered  to  the  trainees. 

Project  No.  281  is  designed  to  train  75 
youths  in  the  New  York  City  area  as  electron¬ 
ics  mechanics  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $110,000 
(including  fiscal  1964  costs  of  $80,000) .  This 
36-week  course,  originally  scheduled  to  start 
April  6,  1964,  has  been  delayed  by  the  lack 
of  Manpower  Development  and  Training  Act 
funds. 

Among  the  programs  under  development 
are  two  projects  designed  to  train  4,000 
youths  and  2,000  adults.  These  projects  will 
serve  youths  and  adults  with  less  than  a 
high  school  education  and  lacking  market¬ 
able  skills.  The  principal  objectives  of  the 
projects  are:  (1)  to  provide  the  participants 
with  an  introduction  to  broad  fields  of  work 
and  remedial  training  geared  to  individual 
needs  in  reading,  writing,  basic  arithmetic, 
spelling,  and  other  language  skills;  basic  edu¬ 
cation  will  be  oriented  to  several  broad  voca¬ 
tional  objectives  (2)  to  provide  training  in 
specific  occupations  at  the  entry  level  for 
each  trainee  as  his  particular  needs  and 
vocational  potential  are  identified.  The 
employment  service  will  be  aided  by  the 
board  of  education  in  identifying  and  re¬ 
solving  trainee  motivational,  attitudinal  and 
vocational  problems.  Special  testing,  coun¬ 
seling  and  guidance  services  will  be  provided 
for  trainees. 

NORTH  CAROLINA 

Four  North  Carolina  projects,  which  have 
been  approved  at  review  team  meetings,  are 
currently  awaiting  funding.  These  include 
the  following : 

Project  No.  235,  a  statewide  multioccupa¬ 
tion  project,  is  designed  to  train  3,500  adult 
trainees  in  63  occupations  at  a  total  cost  of 
$5,107,300  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$2,707,700) . 

Project  No.  236,  a  statewide  multioccupa¬ 
tion  project,  which  is  scheduled  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  concurrently  with  project  No.  235,  is 
designed  to  train  1,500  youths  in  63  occupa¬ 
tions  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,119,000  (including 
fiscal  1964  costs  of  $1,354,000).  Among  the 
occupations  in  which  training  is  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  in  these  two  projects  are:  Air-condi¬ 
tioner  mechanic,  automobile  mechanic,  ac¬ 
counting  clerk,  bricklayer,  cook,  electrician, 
farm  machinery  operator,  finisher — furni¬ 
ture,  machine  operator — general,  nurse  aid, 
plumber,  radio  and  TV  repairman.  Trainees 
are  to  be  drawn  from  the  hard-core  unem¬ 
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ployed.  Extensive  testing,  counseling,  and 
basic  education  (where  necessary)  will  be 
provided  for  trainees. 

Project  No.  231  is  designed  to  train  20  auto¬ 
mobile  mechanic  apprentices  in  the  Char¬ 
lotte  area  for  44  weeks  at  a  total  cost  of 
$51,900  (including  $19,000  in  fiscal  1964 
costs) . 

Project  No.  233  is  designed  to  train  15  con¬ 
struction  equipment  mechanics  (entry)  in 
the  Wilson  area  for  48  weeks  at  a  total  cost  of 
$51,530  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$58,370) . 

OKLAHOMA 

The  following  two  Oklahoma  projects,  ap¬ 
proved  at  a  review  meeting,  are  currently 
awaiting  funding. 

Project  No.  223,  a  statewide  multioccupa¬ 
tion  training  project,  is  designed  to  train 
3,067  adults  in  29  occupations  at  a  total  cost 
of  $2,956,200  (including  fiscal  1964  costs  of 
$1,442,600) . 

Project  No.  224,  a  statewide  multioccupa¬ 
tion  youth  training  project,  is  scheduled  to 
train  820  youths  in  18  occupations  at  a  total 
cost  of  $1,367,000  (including  $675,200  in  fiscal 
1964  costs) .  Among  the  occupations  in  which 
training  is  to  be  provided  in  these  projects 
are:  automobile-service-station  attendant, 
carpettufting  machine  operator,  cook— insti¬ 
tutional,  draftsman,  electronics  assembler, 
farm  mechanic,  machine  tool  operator,  nurse 
aid,  stenographer  (refresher),  welder — com¬ 
bination.  Trainees  for  these  projects  will  be 
drawn  from  selective  service  rejectees,  school 
dropouts,  low-income  groups,  persons  of  low 
educational  attainment,  hard-core  unem¬ 
ployed,  and  other  disadvantaged  groups.  Ex¬ 
tensive  testing,  counseling,  and  basic  edu¬ 
cation,  where  needed,  will  be  provided  for 
trainees. 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  move 
to  strike  out  the  last  word. 

(Mr.  GROSS  asked  and  was  given  per¬ 
mission  to  revise  and  extend  his  re¬ 
marks.) 

Mr.  GROSS.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would 
like  to  ask  a  question  about  the  Heart 
Institute  funds.  I  find,  according  to  the 
hearings  on  this  bill,  that  apparently 
there  will  be  $3,215,000  transferred  out  of 
the  Heart  Institute  funds.  Can  this  be 
correct,  that  the  Heart  Institute  was 
overfunded  to  the  extent  that  $3,125,000 
can  now  be  taken  for  Wage  Board  pay  in¬ 
creases  and  so  on  and  so  forth? 

Mr.  MAHON.  The  gentleman  from 
Iowa  knows  that  the  work  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Heart  Institute  is  very  popular 
with  the  American  people.  We  are  sus¬ 
taining  great  human  and  economic  loss 
as  the  result  of  our  inability  to  cope  with 
the  problems  of  diseases  of  the  heart. 
To  some  extent  I  think  the  gentleman  is 
correct  that  this  has  been  overfunded, 
but  I  believe  the  better  way  to  say  it 
would  be  that  the  efforts  toward  achiev¬ 
ing  economy  and  reducing  expenditures 
and  reducing  personnel  in  Government 
service  wherever  possible  has  brought 
about  a  situation  wherein  the  use  of  all 
of  the  funds  appropriated  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  is  not  required.  I  applaud  the  Na¬ 
tional  Heart  Institute  for  this  move  to¬ 
ward  economy  which  certainly  is  in 
keeping  with  the  temper  of  the  times, 
and  especially  in  keeping  with  the  views 
of  the  gentleman  from  Iowa  and  myself, 
that  we  ought  to  achieve  as  many  econ¬ 
omies  as  possible  in  the  administration 
of  government. 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  agree  with  the  gentle¬ 
man  in  respect  to  almost  everything  he 
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has  said,  and  I  believe  the  gentleman  will 
agree  with  me  that  the  Heart  Institute 
has  been  overfunded,  apparently,  to  the 
extent  of  $11.3  million.  I  \  ould  point 
out  to  the  gentleman  that  when  a  health 
and  welfare  appropriation  bill  is  before 
the  House,  anyone  who  attempts  to  re¬ 
duce  these  funds  meets  with  strong  op¬ 
position.  No  one  in  the  House,  I  am 
certain,  wishes  to  shortchange  the  Heart 
Institute,  Cancer  Research,  or  any  proj¬ 
ects  of  a  similar  nature.  It  is  enlighten¬ 
ing,  however,  to  note  that  the  hearings 
on  this  deficiency  appropriation  bill  indi¬ 
cate  that  the  Heart  Institute  has  appar¬ 
ently  been  overfunded  to  the  extent  of 
$11.3  million  and  to  the  extent  that  $3,- 
125,000  can  now  be  transferred  out  and 
used  for  other  purposes. 

That  is  the  point  I  am  making. 

I  am  not  opposed  to  the  surplus  funds 
being  used  in  this  fashion.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  want  the  Record  to  show  that 
there  has  been  an  overfunding,  and  ap¬ 
parently  a  serious  overfunding,  in  the 
previous  appropriations. 

I  note,  also,  that  under  the  title  of 
“Comparison  of  Estimated  Unobligated 
Balance  With  Actual  Unobligated  Bal¬ 
ance,”  as  shown  in  the  President’s  budget 
estimates  with  respect  to  NIH,  the  esti¬ 
mated  unobligated  balance  for  the  1963 
budget  was  $25,403,000,  whereas  the  1965 
budget  shows  that  the  actual  unobligated 
balance  was  $94,746,000. 

I  believe  it  is  time  we  came  closer  to 
the  proper  justifications  in  the  passage  of 
the  regular  appropriation  bill  dealing 
with  the  National  Institutes  of  Health — 
with  the  Heart  Institute,  and  with  re¬ 
spect  to  some  other  expenditures  in  that 
area  rather  than  build  up  a  huge  pipe¬ 
line. 

Mr.  Chairman,  during  the  hearings 
this  year  in  connection  with  appropria¬ 
tions  for  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health,  the  following  colloquy  took  place 
between  the  gentleman  from  Wisconsin 
[Mr.  Laird]  and  Mr.  Kelly  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  table  was  made  available  for  the 
hearing  record  at  Mr.  Laird’s  request: 

Mr.  Kelly.  I  feel  we  have  no  basis  at  this 
time  to  advise  you  that  the  unobligated  bal¬ 
ance  of  NIH  will  be  less  than  that  which  is 
in  the  President’s  budget.  When  the  March 
councils  are  completed,  we  will  know. 

For  total  NIH,  I  do  not  think  we  would 
have  any  basis  for  advising  you  we  think  the 
unobligated  will  be  less. 

Mr.  Laibd.  What  you  are  saying  is  you 
think  you  can  come  up  with  a  third  figure? 

Mr.  Kelly.  The  amount  in  the  budget  is 
an  estimate  and  when  the  March  councils  are 
finished  we  will  have  actual  figures  which 
obviously  will  differ  from  the  estimates  that 
were  prepared  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Laird.  That  goes  back  to  my  original 
question,  there  will  be  a  third  figure? 

Mr.  Kelly.  Yes.

The  committee  recommends  $13,600,000  additional  appropriation 
for  the  Agricultural  Stablization  and  Conservation  Service  to  enable 
it  to  administer  the  1964  feed  grain  program  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Feed  Grain  Act  of  1963.

The  committee  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $5  million  for 
emergency  conservation  measures  in  lieu  of  the  $12  million  proposed 
in  the  supplemental  budget  estimate  (H.  Doc.  197). 

For  several  years  appropriations  have  been  made  available  for  cost 
sharing  on  emergency  soil  conservation  measures  to  deal  with  severe 
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damage  to  farmland  resulting  from  natural  disasters  such  as  floods, 
storms,  and  drought.  Funds  appropriated  for  this  purpose  are 
allocated  for  use  in  designated  counties  only  after  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  has  made  a  finding  that  a  natural  disaster  has  occurred 
and  as  a  result  new  conservation  problems  have  been  created  which 
(1)  if  not  treated,  will  impair  or  endanger  the  land,  (2)  materially 
affect  the  productive  capacity  of  the  land,  (3)  represent  damage  which 
is  unusual  in  character  and,  except  for  wind  erosion,  is  not  the  type 
which  would  recur  frequently  in  the  same  areas,  and  (4)  will  be  so 
costly  to  rehabilitate  that  Federal  assistance  is  or  will  be  required  to 
return  the  land  to  productive  agricultural  use.  The  above  criteria 
were  stated  in  Public  Law  85-58  and  are  to  be  followed  in  utilizing  the 
recommended  appropriation. 

Previous  appropriations  totaling  $29  million  have  been  provided  in 
supplemental  appropriation  acts.  The  balance  from  the  previous 
appropriations  is  now  less  than  $5  million.  The  Department  estimates 
that  $6,150,000  may  be  needed  for  emergency  assistance  to  the  States 
of  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  West^ 
Virginia  from  the  floods  which  occurred  last  March.  In  addition, 
prolonged  drought  persists  in  certain  areas  of  the  gulf  coast,  the 
Mississippi  Valley,  and  some  Eastern  States.  In  order  to  provide 
funds  for  cost  sharing  in  these  areas  and  as  emergency  situations  arise 
the  committee  recommends  that  $5  million  be  appropriated  to  meet 
the  urgent  needs  in  designated  areas.  The  committee  further  recom¬ 
mends  that  future  estimates  for  appropriations  for  emergency  cost 
sharing  practices  authorized  under  this  head  be  made  a  part  of  the 
regular  submission  in  connection  with  the  annual  appropriation  bill  for 
Agriculture. 


Chapter  II

estimate  of  $1,042  million. 

The  funds  recommended  are  required  to  finance  the  costs  of  the 
|military  pay  increase  granted  in  the  Uniform  Services  Pay  Act  of 
1963  and  to  finance  fully  the  military  personnel  strength  program 
during  fiscal  year  1964. 

Reductions  of  $26  million  in  “Military  personnel,  Army”  and  $2.3 
million  in  “National  Guard  personnel,  Army”  were  offered  by  the 
Department  of  the  Army  following  a  recomputation  of  requirements. 
The  remaining  reductions,  totaling  $10.5  million,  represent  a  5-percent 
reduction  in  the  additional  funds  requested  to  maintain  programed 
military  strengths  for  the  personnel  appropriations  for  the  Navy, 


Marine  Corps,  Air  Force,  and  retired  pay.

Chapter  III 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 

The  committee  considered  the  budget  estimates  contained  in  House 
Documents  Nos.  227  and  197  in  the  amount  of  $1,085,956,  and  rec¬ 
ommends  the  appropriation  of  $353,856  from  District  of  Columbia 
funds,  instead  of  $921,956  allowed  by  the  House. 

Distribution  of  the  sum  recommended  follows : 

General  operating  expenses. — The  sum  of  $23,270,  the  estimate  and 
House  allowance,  is  recommended  to  cover  the  authorized  payment  to 
WMA  Transit  Co.  for  transporting  schoolchildren  at  a  reduced  rate. 
|  Public  safety. — The  House  allowance  of  $146,000  is  recommended 
'to  help  meet  the  payments  due  retired  policemen  and  to  widows  and 
children  of  deceased  policemen  in  fiscal  1964. 

Health  and  welfare. — The  committee  has  approved  the  Commission¬ 
ers’  request  for  language  to  enable  the  District  government  to  increase 
the  reimbursement  to  Children’s  Hospital  for  the  care  of  indigent 
patients  from  $34  per  diem  to  $40  per  diem  for  inpatient  care,  and 
from  $5.75  to  $6.75  per  visit  for  outpatient  care  for  fiscal  year  1964 
only.  An  estimate  of  $1 10,000  was  requested  but  denied  by  the  House 
to  carry  out  the  proposal.  It  is  recommended  that  not  to  exceed 
$110,000  be  allocated  from  the  Health  Department’s  current  unobli¬ 
gated  balances  to  effectuate  the  committee  action.  Also  approved  is 
the  Welfare  Department’s  proposal  to  fund  the  cost  of  the  increased 
public  assistance  caseload  by  savings  ($248,500)  from  other  activities 
in  the  Department  this  fiscal  year. 

Personal  services,  wage  board  employees. — The  sum  of  $166,300  is 
recommended  for  wage  board  increases  instead  of  $485,900,  the  budget 
estimate  and  House  allowance.  Officials  indicated  the  difference  of 
$319,600  could  be  absorbed  from  available  funds. 

Settlement  of  claims  and  suits. — The  committee  concurs  in  the  House 
^allowance  and  budget  estimate  of  $16,021  for  the  payment  of  claims 
in  excess  of  $250  that  have  been  settled  and  approved  by  the  Com¬ 
missioners  under  existing  legislation. 

Repayment  of  loans  and  interest. — The  committee  approves  the 
estimate  and  House  allowance  of  $2,265  for  the  payment  of  interest 
on  funds  borrowed  from  the  U.S.  Treasury.

DEFICIENCY  APPROPRIATIONS, 
1964 

Mr.  MANSFIELD.  Mr.  President,  I 
have  cleared  this  request  with  all  con¬ 
cerned.  I  ask  unanimous  consent  that 
the  Senate  proceed  to  the  consideration 
of  Calendar  No.  989,  H.R.  11201,  a  bill 
making  deficiency  appropriations  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1964,  and  for 
other  purposes,  which  I  understand  can 
be  disposed  of  in  a  few  minutes. 

Mr.  PASTORE.  Mr.  President,  that 
is  correct.

11201)  making  deficiency  appropriations 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1964, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Is  there 
objection? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  consider  the  bill  (H.R. 
11201)  making  deficiency  appropriations 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1964, 
and  for  other  purposes,  which  had  been 
reported  from  the  Committee  on  Appro¬ 
priations  with  amendments. 

Mr.  PASTORE.  Mr.  President,  the 
Deficiency  Appropriation  Act  for  1964 
was  reported  to  the  House  on  May  8  and 
was  passed  by  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  on  May  11.  The  hearings  before 
the  Subcommittee  on  Deficiencies  and 
Supplemental  of  the  Senate  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Appropriations  were  begun  on  May 
12  and  concluded  on  May  21. 

Briefly,  the  House  bill,  as  referred  to 
this  committee,  was  “limited  to  budget 
requests  resting  on  circumstances  meet¬ 
ing  the  exceptions  to  the  prohibitions  in 
the  antideficiency  statute  against  ac¬ 
celerated,  or  deficiency  spending  rates.” 
Of  the  total  $1,264,913,689  allowed  by  the 
House,  $1,162,800,000 — about  92  per¬ 
cent — was  for  military  pay  costs  and 
public  assistance  matching  grants.  The 
balance  was  practically  and  exclusively 
for  wage  board  increases  effective  in 
fiscal  1964. 

During  the  subcommittee  review  of  the 
estimates,  certain  necessitous  and  emer¬ 


gent  situations  requiring  provisions  of 
funds  for  the  period  ending  June  30, 
1964,  were  presented  and  the  following 
were  deemed  appropriate  for  inclusion  in 
a  bill  of  this  character : 

The  sum  of  $46,570,000  for  items  relat¬ 
ing  to  Alaskan  earthquake  damage.  This 
group  of  nine  recommendations  includes 
funds  for  the  Forest  Service  for  repair 
and  replacement  of  damaged  facilities; 
funds  for  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 
and  Public  Health  Service  Indian  health 
facilities  for  natives  of  six  demolished 
native  villages  now  in  temporary  hous¬ 
ing;  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  Bureau 
of  Commercial  Fisheries  and  Bureau  of 
Sports  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  facilities 
and  equipment  replacement;  rebuilding 
and  rehabilitating  the  Alaska  Railroad 
which  suffered  extensive  damage  to  road¬ 
bed,  track,  bridges,  marine  facilities,  and 
buildings  essential  to  railroad  opera¬ 
tions;  extension  of  transitional  grants 
to  Alaska  to  assist  the  State  in  recovering 
from  the  earthquake  effects;  funds  for 
the  necessary  expenses  of -the  Federal 
Reconstruction  and  Development  Plan¬ 
ning  Commission  for  Alaska;  and  funds 
for  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  for 
expenses  of  special  hydrographic,  pho- 
togrammetric,  and  geodetic  surveys  on 
the  physical  deformations,  preparation 
of  new  charts,  and  to  obtain  precise 
seismological  information  on  the  earth¬ 
quake’s  aftershock  activity.  The  com¬ 
mittee  was  informed  that  it  is  impera¬ 
tive  that  funding  be  provided  at  this 
time  “in  order  to  take  full  advantage  of 
Alaska’s  limited  construction  season.” 

The  sum  of  $24,300,000  for  manpower 
development  and  training  activities  of 
the  Department  of  Labor.  The  commit¬ 
tee  was  advised  that  of  a  requested  $55 
million  the  amount  of  $24,300,000  would 
cover  the  total  costs  of  training  and  al¬ 
lowance  payments  to  be  paid  trainees  in 
the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  sum  of  $6  million  for  payments  to 
air  carriers,  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 
Currently  available  funds  are  estimated 
to  be  insufficient  to  meet  June  require¬ 
ments. 

The  sum  of  $5  million  for  emergency 
conservation  measures  to  provide  addi¬ 
tional  funds  necessary  to  carry  out 
emergency  conservation  measures  to  re¬ 
pair  farm  and  rangelands  damaged  by 
excessive  drought,  flood,  and  other  natu¬ 
ral  disasters.  Urgent  needs  exist  in  Il¬ 
linois,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  West  Vir¬ 
ginia. 

The  sum  of  $150,000  for  the  special 
milk  program. 

The  committee  amendments  also  in¬ 
clude  provision  of  $10,000  for  “folding 
documents”  and  $25,000  for  wage  board 
costs  for  Senate  office  buildings  wage 
board  employees. 

In  addition,  certain  claims  and  judg¬ 
ments,  forwarded  after  the  bill  was 
passed  by  the  House,  have  been  included 
as  committee  amendments. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  has  made 
reductions  amounting  to  $568,100  in  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia  items  from  the  House 
bill.  In  the  case  of  certain  Coast  Guard

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duce  the  appropriation  of  new  funds  re¬ 
quired  by  $1,300,000  by  providing  lan¬ 
guage  authorizing  the  transfer  of  exist¬ 
ing  funds.

than  the  budget  estimates  considered, 
and  $84,723,454  over  the  House  bill.

CIL— AMERICA’S  SPACE  PRO¬ 
GRAM— AN  APPRAISAL 

Mr.  JAVITS.  Mr.  President,  the  Re¬ 
publican  Citizens  Committee’s  Critical 
Issues  Council  today  asked  that  the  dead¬ 
line  of  putting  a  man  on  the  moon  by 
1970  be  dropped  to  permit  "the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  a  sounder  program  for  manned 
lunar  exploration  at  annual  expenditure 
.rates  lower  than  those  now  committed  or 
proposed.” 

\The  council,  which  is  headed  by  Dr. 
Milaon  S.  Eisenhower,  said  in  a  paper 
examining  America’s  military  and  civil¬ 
ian  spaije  program: 

The  mailed  lunar  landing  program  repre¬ 
sents  a  challenge,  to  be  sure,  but  we  do  not 
believe  that^ie  hoped-for  psychological  or 
propaganda  acrantages  call  for  the  present 
efforts  to  meet\  publicized  deadline,  cur¬ 
rently  stated  as  jVior  to  1970.  We  find  no 
reason  to  believe  tlm  putting  a  man  on  the 
moon  could  contribute  to  our  military 
strength.  We  see  no  evidence  that  urgent  de¬ 
fense  objectives  warrant  a  crash  program 
or  that  a  meeting  of  deadlines  such  as  1970 
serves  any  significant  national  objective. 

As  for  the  military  spade  effort,  the 
council  asserted:  \ 

We  are  aware  of  no  compellingNargument 
thus  far  for  the  development  and  deploying 
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N  weapons  in  space.  Today  and  in  the  fore¬ 
seeable  future  there  seems  to  be  no  military 
neeeV  for  putting  nuclear  weapons  in  orbit. 

TmxRepublican  policy  group  said: 

The  exploration  of  our  universe  is  a  goal 
too  vast, ’too  hazardous,  too  costly,  and  too 
important  60  all  mankind  to  be  financed  and 
conducted  dV  one  country  alone,  and  least 
of  all  in  an  atmosphere  of  unfriendly  com¬ 
petition.  \ 

Under  present  world  conditions,  the 
council  said  it  strongly  supports  contin¬ 
uing  military  spaceXactivities,  including 
the  development  of\manned  orbiting 
laboratories.  But  with  respect  to  the 
civilian  space  effort,  theScouncil  stated: 

We  would  urge  a  reexanHpation  of  ob¬ 
jectives  and  of  the  pace  at  wiich  various 
elements  of  this  program  are  carried  forward. 

The  prestige  the  United  States  has 
acquired  among  nations  by  its  sp^ce  re¬ 
search  “has  a  considerably  higher  Value 
than  we  have  apparently  realized.’Nthe 
paper  said.  But  there  is  a  risk  of  losuag 
“our  present  leadership  in  scientific  dis\ 
covery  and  knowledge”  unless  further 
space  research  is  given  the  “highest  pri¬ 
ority.” 

The  council  declared: 

The  present  lunar  program  is  not  regarded 
as  primarily  scientific  in  its  objective.  Ad¬ 
mittedly,  a  project  of  considerable  human 
interest,  it  is  chiefly  a  prestige  item,  intended 
to  win  the  man-to-moon  race.  Indeed,  if 
this  race  is  not  won,  or  if  a  premature  at¬ 
tempt  involves  a  loss  of  life,  its  prestige  value 
largely  vanishes. 

This  fact,  coupled  with  the  setting  of  a 
deadline  date,  necessarily  gives  the  lunar 
landing  project  the  character  of  a  crash  pro¬ 
gram.  This  is  increasingly  true  when  the 
schedule  slips,  as  is  bound  to  happen  in  an 
undertaking  of  this  novelty  and  complexity. 
Crash  programs  are  notoriously  expensive, 
wasteful,  and  prone  to  premature  execution. 

In  calling  for  a  replanning  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  civilian  program  “to  provide  for  a 
more  orderly,  yet  aggressively  pursued, 
step-by-step  program,”  the  council  sug¬ 
gested  the  following  five  steps: 

First.  Continued  development  of 
launch  vehicle  systems  necessary  to  meet 
the  revised  program  objectives. 

Second.  Detailed  instrumented  explo¬ 
ration  of  the  lunar  surface. 

Third.  Sufficient  study  of  the  space 
and  lunar  environment  to  permit  manned 
flights  to  the  vicinity  of  the  moon  and 
ultimately  to  the  surface  of  the  moon 
with  confidence  in  their  safety.  / 

Fourth.  Collaboration  in  civilian  anfu 
military  programs  to  launch  martffed 
oi'biting  laboratories.  / 

Fifth.  Further  negotiation  witl/other 
nations  for  cooperative  space  Explora¬ 
tion.  jff 

The  council  believes  that^iew  tech¬ 
niques  and  processes  expecjfed  from  the 
lunar  program  “have  h*fen  much  ex¬ 
aggerated.”  A  more  orderly  program 
should  produce  “as  mjRih  and  probably 
more  in  the  way  of  byproducts”  than  a 
crash  effort.  y 

The  council  sai^ 

Finally,  we  sti«s  the  need  to  count  the 
cost  in  manpower  when  making  decisions 
about  great  s^ace  programs  which  require 
thousands  of^skilled  personnel,  especially  sci¬ 
entists,  engineers,  and  technicians,  all  in 
short  sum#y.  By  attracting  too  much  of  our 
best  inojevating  talent  into  one  field  *  *  « 


we  are  likely  to  rob  other  areas  of  *  *  *  the 
high-level  talent  they  need.

The  basic  objective  of  the  U.S.  space  pro¬ 
gram  should  be  the  exploration  and,  ulti¬ 
mately,  the  utilization  of  space  for  peaceful 
purposes.

These  two  ar»s  of  activity  withiryour  na¬ 
tional  space  pro-am  are  recogniz^  clearly 
in  the  Space  Act^tf  1958.  Our  Continuing 
task  is  to  coordinatiNhese  civiiyfn  and  mili¬ 
tary  activities  in  sp)^e  so  yh at  there  is 
achieved  an  effective  imd  Economical  na¬ 
tional  program  in  whicl^aoth  elements  are 
strong  and  mutually  supporting. 

Soundly  conceived  miutary^pace  programs 
must  be  based  on  the  Expectation  of  accom¬ 
plishing  military  obEctives  most  effectively 
by  utilizing  the  sn^tce  environiNnt.  Their 
future,  like  that  Jot  nonmilitar^Njurposes, 
is  dependent  ujpn  scientific  research  and 
analysis  of  obse^ational  space  missions.  We 
strongly  suppCt  the  continuing  development 
of  space  sysyms  for  military  reconnaissance, 
communications,  meteorology,  and  naviga¬ 
tional  aiy,.  Vigorous  programs  are  nece^t 
sary  ay>  to  explore  the  potentialities  of’ 
sateilUt  inspection  and  ballistic  missile  de- 
fensMf  In  certain  of  these  activities  and  for 
otMr  future  military  requirements,  the  need 
eafsts  for  determining  man’s  ability  to  oper- 
yte  effectively,  performing  important  and 
ruseful  tasks  over  extended  periods  of  time, 
in  the  harsh  environment  of  space.  To 
achieve  this  objective,  the  development  of 
manned  orbiting  laboratories  should  be  pur¬ 
sued. 

We  are  aware  of  no  compelling  argument 
thus  far  for  the  development  and  deploying 
of  weapons  in  space.  It  is  important  to  rec¬ 
ognize  that  the  significance  of  developments 
in  weapons  technology,  as  in  other  fields, 
seldom  can  be  anticipated.  But,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  today  and  in  the  foreseeable  future 
there  seems  to  be  no  military  need  for  put¬ 
ting  nuclear  weapons  in  orbit. 

With  respect  to  the  civilian  space  effort  we 
would  urge  a  reexamination  of  objectives  and 
of  the  pace  at  which  various  elements  of  this 
program  are  carried  forward. 

By  a  series  of  intelligently  conceived  and 
brilliantly  engineered  experimental  and  ob¬ 
servational  devices  this  country  has  attained 
leadership  in  the  scope  and  detail  of  its 
fundamental  scientific  findings  and  analyses 
concerning  the  outer  atmosphere  and  the 
space  environment  of  the  earth.  The  pres-

tige  thus  acquired  among  nations  has  a  con¬ 
siderably  higher  value  than  we  have  appar¬ 
ently  realized. 

Of  special  significance  is  the  fact  that  this 
accumulating  knowledge  and  understanding 
is  bound  to  lead  to  identification  of  iadts 
and  phenomena  to  exploit  for  both  civUfcm 
and  military  uses,  many  times  in  ways  which 
we  cannot  yet  predict.  Moreover,  such  a 
background  is  invaluable  for  the  att/uunent 
of  maximum  capability  in  the  inception 
and  performance  of  space  vehicle^ their  in¬ 
strumentation,  and  the  protection  and  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  their  passengers.  / 

For  these  reasons  it  is  Avlt  considered 
opinion  that  research  direc^d  toward  knowl¬ 
edge  and  understanding  Jbi  our  space  en¬ 
vironment  and  man’s  capabilities  in  its  pur¬ 
suit  should  have  highest  priority.  There¬ 
fore,  determined  andf  continuing  emphasis 
upon  the  scientific yftnd  engineering  aspects 
of  space  exploration  is  of  paramount  im¬ 
portance.  If  we  fail  to  follow  this  course,  we 
run  a  serious  rune  of  losing  our  present  lead¬ 
ership  in  scientific  discovery  and  knowledge, 
and  with  it  pie  initiative  for  the  exploration 
of  space  arm  its  useful  exploitation. 

The  pr^ent  lunar  program  is  not  regarded 
as  primarily  scientific  in  its  objective.  Ad¬ 
mittedly  a  project  of  considerable  human 
intent,  it  is  chiefly  a  prestige  item,  intended 
to  yin  the  man-to-moon  race.  Indeed,  if 
this  race  is  not  won,  or  if  a  premature  at- 
iiempt  involves  loss  of  life,  its  prestige  value 
/largely  vanishes. 

This  fact,  coupled  with  the  setting  of  a 
deadline  date,  necessarily  gives  the  lunar 
landing  project  the  character  of  a  crash 
program.  This  is  increasingly  true  when  the 
schedule  slips,  as  is  bound  to  happen  in  an 
undertaking  of  this  novelty  and  complexity. 
Crash  programs  are  notoriously  expensive, 
wasteful,  and  prone  to  premature  execution. 

Thus,  the  manned  lunar  landing  project 
represents  a  challenge,  to  be  sure,  but  we 
do  not  believe  that  the  hoped-for  psycholog¬ 
ical  or  propaganda  advantages  call  for  the 
present  efforts  to  meet  a  publicized  deadline, 
currently  stated  as  prior  to  1970.  We  find 
no  reason  to  believe  that  putting  men  on 
the  moon  could  contribute  to  our  military 
strength.  We  see  no  evidence  that  urgent 
defense  objectives  warrant  a  crash  program 
or  that  a  meeting  of  deadlines  such  as  1970 
serves  any  significant  national  objective.  We 
urge,  therefore,  that  such  a  deadline  be 
dropped.  Also,  the  lunar  program  should 
not  be  allowed  to  divert  funds  from  funda¬ 
mental  scientific  research  in  the  environ¬ 
ment  of  space. 

V  We  do  believe  in  the  value  of  a  manned 
lttoar  landing  as  an  essential  experimental 
stepin  consideration  of  possible  future  plans 
for  Priding  on  a  neighboring  planet.  Such 
a  proSnect  would  be  of  extraordinary  sci¬ 
entific  Vd  human  interest. 

Accordingly,  we  recommend  a  replanning 
of  the  p^sent  program  to  provide  for  a 
more  orderN  yet  aggressively  pursued,  step- 
by-step  development.  Such  a  program 
would  includeA

grams,  the  continued  development  of  launch 
vehicle  systems  necessary  to  meet  the  re¬ 
vised  program  objectnres; 

2.  Instrumented  exploration  of  the  lunar

Mr.  LINDSAY.  Mr.  Speaker^!  has 
been  said  that  what  humanizeEufi  people 
is  its  historical  memory.  As  the  cold  war 
continues  its  course,  we  must  not  for¬ 
get  the  human  backgrounds^  this  con¬ 
flict.  We  take  for  grantec^hat  the  East- 
West  struggle  began  because  of  Soviet 
imperialism,  but  we  ^sometimes  forget 
the  individual  instances  of  this  im¬ 
perialism.  For  exaafple,  this  meant  that 
the  freedom-loving  Baltic  peoples  of  Es¬ 
tonia,  Latvia  andnLithuania  were  forcibly 
deprived  of  ce^ain  fundamental  rights. 

From  tim^o  time,  we  should  remind 
ourselves,  and  the  people  of  the  world, 
what  the  ^old  war  means  in  terms  of  in- 
dividuaLmations  and  particular  peoples. 
For  th^ people  of  these  three  Baltic  na¬ 
tionalise  cold  war  has  meant  the  in¬ 


ability  to  determine  their  own  political 
systems  and  to  pursue  their  own  eco¬ 
nomic,  social  and  cultural  development.

Mr.  BURLESON.  Mr.  Speaker,  in 
view  of  what  the  minority  leader  has 
said,  I  hojfe  that  the  recruitment  of  these 
new  pohce  employees  for  the  Capitol  area 
may  hr the  beginning,  or  at  the  least  the 
nucleus  of  a  professional  police  force, 
and'  that  they  will  not  be  under  patron¬ 
age  at  all.  I  think  the  time  has  come 
imat,  unless  we  do  have  professional  peo¬ 
ple  to  protect  lives  and  property  around 
this  Capitol,  one  of  these  days  we  are 
going  to  encounter  a  very  serious  situa¬ 
tion.  In  fact  there  has  already  occured 
incidents  of  crime  requiring  the  highest 
proficiency  of  law  enforcement.  This  is 
no  reflection  on  present  Capitol  Police, 
many  and  most  of  whom  are  not  profes¬ 
sional,  but  it  is  a  reflection  on  the  system 
for  which  we  are  responsible.  This  is 
the  time  for  change  to  a  professional 
police  force  with  proper  pay  incentive 
and  promotion.

(Mr.  FINO  asked  and  was  given  per¬ 
mission  to  address  the  House  for  1 
minute  and  to  revise  and  extend  his 
remarks.) 

Mr.  FINO.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  want  to 
take  this  occasion  to  congratulate  the 
New  York  Daily  News  for  giving  the 
American  public  an  opportunity  to  ex¬ 
press  its  opinion  on  several  vital  issues. 

Last  month,  the  News  installed  at  the 
New  York  World's  Fair  several  voting 
machines  proposing  five  interesting  and 
important  questions.  Included  among 
these  questions  was  one  query:  Are  you 
in  favor  of  a  national  lottery  as  a  means 
of  reducing  the  tax  burden?

If  the 
gentleman  listened  at  all,  he  wmild  know 
that  I  am  talking  about  the  ^Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity,  a  very  consider¬ 
able  agency  which  if  not  at  the  Cabinet 
level  may  be  somewhat  higher  whan 
Cabinet  level.  They  will  be  able  to  dirX?t 
Cabinet  members  as  to  how  they  shall 
organize  and  handle  their  own  programs. 

'  Now  have  I  satisfied  the  gentleman?  I 
am  talking  about  an  agency  that  sup¬ 
posedly  is  going  to  have  only  between  300 
and  400  people.  This  agency  is  going  in 
some  magical  way,  by  computer  or  other¬ 
wise,  process  applications  from  commu¬ 
nities  and  parts  of  communities  all  over 
the  country  which  feel  like  spending 
some  Federal  money.  This  agency  is 
going  to  do  this  without  the  cooperation 
of  either  the  communities  or  the  States 
from  which  those  applications  are 
coming. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  single  agency 
which  is  to  be  established  is  going  to 
have  very  real  authority  and  very  real 
problems.  It  will  contribute  to  the 
nightmare  that  some  people  think 
Washington  already  is. 

Mr.  PUCINSKI.  That  is  precisely 
what  this  bill  provides  for.  It  provides 
an  agency  that  will  attempt  to  bring  a 
greater  degree  of  coordination  between 
.  the  various  fields;  reduce  duplication 
|  and  eliminate  as  much  as  possible  any 
waste  in  existing  programs  in  this  entire 
welfare  field.  > 

Mr.  FRELINGHUYSEN.  Mr.  Speake/ 
if  there  is  chaos  today  in  the  whole  flow, 
the  way  to  get  at  the  problem  y  by 
looking  at  what  we  are  doing  and  Jfrying 
to  improve  what  we  are  doing.  Jwe  are 
not  going  to  do  that  if,  as  ysay,  in¬ 
numerable  well  established  ana  well  ad¬

Nl  appre¬ 
ciate  his  suggestion,  but  I  believeNwe  can 
state/our  side  of  the  case  with  or  without 
interruptions  from  members  of  theNna- 
jonty  party.  \ 

/ In  any  event,  Mr.  Speaker,  this  brasly 
'and  unprecedented  bypassing  of  estab¬ 
lished  State  and  local  governments  is 
both  dangerous  and  unsound.  In  com¬ 
menting  on  this  aspect  of  the  pending 
proposal,  the  U.S.  Conference  of  Mayors 
stated  in  part: 

Any  Federal  legislation  that  is  to  involve 
local  citizen  action  in  a  war  on  poverty  must 
clearly  place  the  responsibility  for  pro¬ 
gram  .development  and  execution  with  re¬ 
sponsible  local  government  *  *  *  if  the 
Federal  Government’s  entry  into  this  foray 
is  to  be  most  effective,  its  assistance  must  be 
channeled  to  local  communities  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  local  government  responsi¬ 
bility  and  obligation  *  *  *  to  launch  a 
program  of  new  aids  to  local  private  groups 
without  governmental  coordination  at  the 
local  level  would  be  a  step  backward. 

I  would  say  “Amen”  to  that,  Mr. 
Speaker.  This  is  exactly  what  is  not 
being  authorized  under  this  program. 
It  seems  to  me  it  would  be  disastrous  to 
attempt  to  improve  the  situation  among 
the  less  fortunate  in  our  country  if  we 
did  not,  of  necessity,  rely  on  our  local 
communities.  Is  it  not  also  true  that,  if 


it  is  important  for  us  to  involve  local 
communities,  we  should  involve  also  oui/ 
States?  Why  is  there  such  a  reluctant 
Mr.  Speaker,  to  involve  State  and  local 
governments  in  this  process  of  all^at- 
ing  poverty?  y 

Mr.  Shriver,  in  testifying  be^re  our 
committee,  when  asked  what  hethought 
of  utilizing  the  States  to  determine  where 
money  from  the  Federal  /Government 
should  be  spent,  stated  th^it  would  be  a 
“wooden  arrangement”  and  “unduly  re¬ 
strictive.”  He  likewise/nade  light  of  the 
argument  that  citieyshould  have  some 
control  over  Feder/fi  projects  in  their 
areas.  / 

Mayor  Wagnar  of  New  York  City 
testified  stronoly  that  his  city  should 
have  some  kind  of  veto  over  Federal 
projects  in  ids  city. 

There  seems  to  be  a  feeling  that  State 
and  local  governments  are  not  to  be 
trustey  that  they  are  too  often  con¬ 
troller by  vested  interests,  and  that  they 
will/unduly  delay  needed  programs  with 
uXecessary  redtape.  We  have  heard 
Siwne  of  that  discussed  by  the  gentleman 
/from  Illinois. 

This  point  of  view  was  vividly  ex¬ 
pressed  by  Harry  M.  Caudill  in  an  article 
entitled  “The  Permanent  Poor,”  appear¬ 
ing  in  the  June  1964  issue  of  the  Atlantic 
magazine.  Mr.  Caudill  argues  persua¬ 
sively  that  in  eastern  Kentucky  govern¬ 
ment  at  all  levels  has  proved  inadequate 
to  cope  with  the  problems  which  arose 
out  of  the  declining  demand  for  coal. 
In  such  a  situation,  Mr.  Caudill  feels  a 
system  of  federally  administered  pub¬ 
lic  works  is  needed.  Perhaps  his  reasons 
for  bypassing  State  government  should 
be  quoted  directly: 

In  eastern  Kentucky,  and  in  many  other 
depressed  areas,  the  State  government  will 
not  act  effectively  to  combat ,  poverty  and 
economic  decline  because  it  i^  allied  to  or 
controlled  by  the  interests  that  produced 
the  problems.  Thus,  State  officials  talk 
piously  about  reform  but  strenuously  oppose 
any  real  effort  to  attack  the  status  quo.  They 
respond  to  the  political  machines  nurtured 
by  welfare  grants  and  founded  on  impov¬ 
erished  and  dependent  citizens.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  expect  that,  as  matters  now 
stand.  Federal  funds  trickling  through  State 
treasuries  will  finance  the  rebuilding  of  new 
.political  machines  in  practically  every 
Xtate — machines  more  odious  than  those 
okee  bossed  by  Crump,  Pendergast,  and 
HaSue. 

Perhaps  there  may  be  occasions,  Mr. 
Speaker,  where  State  governments  can¬ 
not  or  <Nght  not  to  be  trusted.  Certain¬ 
ly,  I  cannot  vouch  for  the  accuracy  of 
Mr.  Caudills  statements  about  eastern 
Kentucky.  If  this  situation  is  as  he  de¬ 
scribes  it,  pernaps  a  case  could  be  made 
for  vigorous  Federal  action.  However, 
I  feel  strongly  tmd  weaknesses  in  a  few 
States,  or  a  few  communities,  should  not 
lead  us  to  bypass  ancMmdercut  all  States 
and  all  communities,  'v

Mr.  President,  may  I 
ask  the  Senator  from  Florida  if  lie  has 
cleared  that  report  with  the  nCajority. 
It  has  been  cleared  with  the  minority. 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  Mr.  Pres/ent,  I  was 
told  by  the  leadership  on  tfiis  side  that 
it  had  been  cleared  all  miound.  I  have 
not  personally  cleared^  it  with  the 
minority  leader.  Sumiose  we  let  the 
quorum  call  proceed  aflittle  further  while 
the  Senators-  satisfy  themselves  on  this 
point.  The  inforraration  that  came  to  me 
was  that  the  bill  had  been  cleared  by 
everyone  interested. 

Mr.  JAVITS.  Mr.  President,  if  the 
Senator  wfli  allow  me,  I  would  like  to 
inform  Senator  Humphrey  what  the 
Senate  hr about  to  do.  I  had  unanimous 
consent  to  yield  to  the  Senator  from 
Massachusetts,  who  had  finished,  and 
thevC  to  yield  to  the  Senator  from  Min¬ 
nesota. 

/The  request  has  been  made  by  the 
"Senator  from  Florida  that  before  yield¬ 


ing  to  the  Senator  from  Minnesota,  I 
yield  to  the  Senator  from  Florida  [Mr. 
Holland]  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  conference  report  on  the  deficiency 
appropriation  bill. 

If  the  Senator  from  Minnesota  [Mr. 
Humphrey]  is  agreeable,  I  shall  do  that. 

Mr.  HUMPHREY.  Mr.  President,  I 
would  hope  that  we  might  do  that.  It  is 
very  important. 

Mr.  JAVITS.  Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  that  I  may  yield  to 
the  Senator  from  Florida  [Mr.  Holland] 
without  losing  my  rights  to  the  floor,  and 
without  my  subsequent  remarks  being 
counted  as  an  additional  speech. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Without 
objection,  it  is  so  ordered. 


DEFICIENCY  APPROPRIATIONS— 
1964— CONFERENCE  REPORT 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  I  thank  the  distin¬ 
guished  Senator  from  New  York  and  the 
distinguished  Senator  from  Massachu¬ 
setts  for  their  courtesy  in  this  matter. 
I  make  this  request  for  the  leadership  on 
both  sides,  although  I  had  not  had  that 
assurance  until  the  Senator  from  Min¬ 
nesota  came  in  the  Chamber. 

Mr.  President,  I  submit  a  report  of  the 
committee  of  conference  on  the  disagree¬ 
ing  votes  of  the  two  Houses  on  the 
amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the  bill 
(H.R.  11201)  making  deficiency  appro¬ 
priations  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1964,  and  for  other  purposes.  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  for  the  present  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  report. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER  (Mr. 
Walters  in  the  chair) .  The  report  will 
be  read  for  the  information  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate. 

The  legislative  clerk  read  the  report. 

(For  conference  report,  see  House  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  yesterday.) 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Is  there 
objection  to  the  present  consideration 
of  the  report? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  consider  the  report. 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  Mr.  President,  for 
the  information  of  the  Senate,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  is  an  explanation  of  the  con¬ 
ference  results  on  H.R.  11201,  the 
Deficiency  Appropriation  Act  for  1964. 
The  total  arrived  at  in  conference  is 
$1,336,687,143.  This  is  an  increase  of 
$71,773,454  over  the  House-approved 
amount  of  $1,264,913,689,  and  a  decrease 
of  $12,950,000  from  the  Senate  approved 
total  of  $1,349,637,143,  and  is  a  reduction 
of  $99,490,600  from  the  total  supple¬ 
mental  requests  of  $1,436,177,743. 

Among  the  more  significant  differences 
resolved  either  in  the  conference  report 
or  in  the  accompanying  motions  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  House  are : 

First.  The  provision  of  $20  million  for 
manpower  development  and  training  ac¬ 
tivities,  for  which  $55  million  had  been 
requested  and  $24,300,000  provided  in 
the  Senate  version  of  the  bill. 

Second.  The  sum  of  $41,370,000  of  a 
recommended  $46,570,000 — Senate  ver¬ 
sion  of  bill — for  items  relating  to  the 
Alaskan  earthquake. 

Third.  The  sum  of  $4  million  of  the 
Senate-recommended  $6  million  for  pay¬ 


ments  to  air  carriers;  that  is,  liquida¬ 
tion  of  contract  authorization. 

Fourth.  The  sum  of  $4  million  of  the 
Senate-recommended  $5  million  for 
Emergency  conservation  measures  for 
repair  of  farm  and  range  lands  damaged 
by  excessive  drought,  flood,  and  other 
natural  disasters. 

I  shall  be  happy  to  answer  any  ques¬ 
tions  which  Senators  may  wish  to  ask. 

First,  however,  I  wish  to  state  that  the 
distinguished  Senator  from  Rhode  Island 
[Mr.  Pastore],  who  is  chairman  of  the 
subcommittee  that  handled  the  bill  and 
would  normally  have  handled  the  con¬ 
ference  report,  is  away  from  the  Senate 
this  afternoon  on  official  business.  It  is 
for  that  reason  that  I  have  been  asked 
handle  the  conference  report. 

A  large  group  of  items  in  the  bill  has 
to  do  with  the  Alaska  earthquake  dis¬ 
aster,  for  which  a  total  of  $41,370,000  is 
recommended.  All  of  that  amount  does 
not  have  to  be  spent  in  this  fiscal  year, 
but  may  continue  to  the  end  of  fiscal 
1965.  _ 

Mr.  BARTLETT.  Mr.  President,  will 
the  Senator  yield? 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  I  am  glad  to  yield  to 
the  distinguished  Senator  from  Alaska. 

Mr.  BARTLETT.  I  thank  the  Senator 
from  Florida.  Ordinarily  in  a  report  on 
a  bill  of  this  size — namely,  $1,336  mil¬ 
lion — I  would  not  comment  upon  the 
Alaska  items.  However,  I  shall  do  so  in 
this  case  because  the  aggregate  amount 
of  $41,370,000  for  Alaska,  agreed  to  by 
the  conference,  is  of  extraordinary  sig¬ 
nificance  in  the  rebuilding  effort  which 
has  already  been  launched  in  our  State, 
following  the  Good  Friday  earthquake — 
an  effort  in  which  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  is  playing  such  an  instrumental 
part. 

Of  the  $41  million  earmarked  by  the 
committee  for  Alaska  use,  and  agreed  to 
by  the  conference,  $20  million  will  go  to 
the  Alaska  Railroad  for  rebuilding  the  * 
rail  line  from  Portage  to  Seward  and 
reconstructing  the  dock  and  terminal 
facilities  at  Seward,  the  southern  term¬ 
inus  of  the  Alaska  Railroad.  This  is  es¬ 
sential  work. 

Seventeen  million  dollars  will  go  to  the 
State  and  local  governments  of  Alaska 
to  tide  them  over  the  months  ahead 
when  their  tax  revenues  will  be  greatly 
diminished.  This  money  will  insure  the 
continuance  of  the  essential  services 
these  governments  provide. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  at  this 
time  express  my  gratitude  and  the  sin¬ 
cere  appreciation  of  all  Alaskans  to 
President  Johnson  for  submitting  this 
budget  request  to  Congress  so  promptly; 
to  the  members  of  the  Committees  on 
Appropriations  of  both  Houses,  the  con¬ 
ferees,  and  the  Congress  itself  for  acting 
so  affirmatively  and  so  promptly. 

A  great  deal  remains  to  be  done;  but 
the  money  now  provided  will  allow  us, 
after  the  dreadful  disaster  of  March  27, 
to  make  an  effective  start.  This  is  the 
kind  of  help  that  Alaskans  expected  from 
their  fellow  Americans.  This  is  the  kind 
of  help  we  shall  receive.  We  are  grate¬ 
ful. 

Mr.  SALTONSTALL.  Mr.  President, 
will  the  Senator  from  Florida  yield? 
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Mr.  HOLLAND.  I  am  glad  to  yield  to 
the  Senator  from  Massachusetts. 

Mr.  SALTONSTALL.  This  is  a  unani¬ 
mous  report.  It  provides  for  the  basic 
needs  of  the  country  up  to  June  30,  the 
end  of  this  fiscal  year,  and  also  provides 
for  the  immediate  needs  for  reconstruc¬ 
tion  purposes,  following  the  unfortunate 
earthquake  in  Alaska. 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  Yes;  the  bill  is  a 
combined  deficiency  and  supplemental 
bill,  because  it  provides  for  needs  beyond 
July  1,  as  in  the  case  of  Alaska.  Cer¬ 
tain  items,  including  agricultural  items, 
have  no  expiration  time  that  is  near.  As 
I  recall,  the  Alaska  items  will  run  to  the 
end  of  1965;  some  of  the  others  have  no 
time  limit.  The  bill  also  includes  emer¬ 
gency  disaster  items. 

All  of  the  Alaska  items  included  in  the 
Senate  bill  were  allowed  in  full  in  confer¬ 
ence,  except  one,  the  item  relating  to  the 
Alaska  Railroad  rebuilding  and  the  re¬ 
building  of  the  port,  docks,  and  wharves, 
at  Seward,  which  was  reduced  somewhat. 
However,  the  part  that  relates  to  Seward 
alone,  the  rebuilding  of  the  wharves, 
yards,  and  docks,  were  not  reduced  at  all. 
The  reduction  is  to  be  applied  only  in 
the  reconstruction  of  the  railroad,  and 
that  only  because  the  time  for  the  spend¬ 
ing  of  the  money  is  such  that  it  probably 
could  not  all  be  spent  within  the  ap¬ 
proaching  year. 

Mr.  BARTLETT.  Mr.  President,  will 
the  Senator  yield  on  that  particular 
point? 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  I  am  glad  to  yield. 

Mr.  BARTLETT.  The  Senator  is  cor¬ 
rect.  The  bill  contains  language  per¬ 
mitting  the  Department  of  the  Interior, 
through  the  Alaska  Railroad,  to  turn 
over  $7,800,000  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
for  the  actual  rebuilding  job  at  Seward. 
The  conferees,  in  their  wisdom,  decided 
that  the  appropriation  for  the  Alaska 
Railroad  might  be  reduced  in  the  amount 
of  $5  million,  for  the  reasons  the  Sen¬ 
ator  from  Florida  has  stated. 

Was  it  not  the  understanding  of  the 
Senator  from  Florida  at  the  conference, 
as  it  was  mine,  that  this  was  done  with¬ 
out  any  prejudice  whatsoever  to  later  re¬ 
quests  for  the  total  of  $5  million,  if 
based  upon  the  most  sound  engineering 
concepts? 


Mr.  HOLLAND.  The  Senator  is  cor¬ 
rect.  Every  sympathy  was  expressed 
with  the  situation  in  Alaska,  including 
the  necessity  of  rebuilding  the  Alaska 
Railroad.  The  only  reason  for  the  re¬ 
duction  in  the  item  was  that  the  con¬ 
ferees  felt  that  the  $20  million  allowed, 
from  which  would  be  deducted  that  part 
which  goes  to  Seward,  was  ample  for  the 
time  in  which  the  deficiency  bill  would 
operate.  If  that  is  found  to  be  insuffi¬ 
cient,  there  will  be  no  problem  with  the 
Senate  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
because  it  has  complete  sympathy  with 
Alaska  and  Alaska’s  problems  and  would 
want  to  help  in  every  way  it  could. 

Mr.  BARTLETT.  I  am  glad  the  Sen¬ 
ator  from  Florida  has  made  that  explan¬ 
ation.  It  is  in  complete  harmony  with 
my  understanding. 

Mr.  YOUNG  of  North  Dakota.  Mr. 
President,  will  the  Senator  from  Florida 
yield? 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  I  am  glad  to  yield  to 
the  distinguished  ranking  member  of  the 
subcommittee  which  handles  deficiency 
appropriations. 

Mr.  YOUNG  of  North  Dakota.  I  wish 
to  support  the  adoption  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  report.  For  the  most  part,  it  con¬ 
tains  a  number  of  items  for  which  the 
Federal  Government  has  already  obli¬ 
gated  itself.  It  also  provides  funds  for 
the  necessary  commitments  in  Alaska, 
and  for  a  few  other  items  that  were  cut 
to  the  bone. 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  The  Senator  is  cor¬ 
rect.  Although  I  am  not  the  chairman 
of  the  subcommittee — the  Senator  from 
Rhode  Island  [Mr.  Pastore],  who  could 
not  be  present  today,  is  the  chairman — 
I  express  my  complete  gratitude,  and 
that  of  Senator  Pastore  also,  to  the  Sen¬ 
ator  from  North  Dakota  [Mr.  Young] 
and  his  colleagues  on  that  side  of  the 
aisle.  There  was  complete  harmony  in 
handling  the  bill,  both  in  our  committee 
and  in  the  conference  committee.  I  do 
not  believe  that  in  the  long  years  the 
Senator  from  North  Dakota  and  I  have 
been  taking  part  in  conferences  we  have 
ever  sat  through  a  conference  which  was 
any  more  pleasant. 

Mr.  YOUNG  of  North  Dakota.  I  wish 
they  could  all  be  as  agreeable. 
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Mr.  HOLLAND.  I  join  the  Senator 
from  North  Dakota  in  that  wish. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The 
question  is  on  agreeing  to  the  conference 
report. 

The  report  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  Senate  concur  in  the  amend¬ 
ments  of  the  House  to  the  amendments 
of  the  Senate  numbered  2,  6,  12,  and  16. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The 
amendments  will  be  stated. 

The  legislative  clerk  read  as  follows : 

Resolved ,  That  the  House  recede  from  its 
disagreement  to  the  amendment  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate  numbered  2,  and  concur  therein  with  an

Resolved,  That  the  House  recede  from  its 
disagreement  to  the  amendment  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate  numbered  6,  and  concur  therein  with  an 
amendment,  as  follows:  In  lieu  of  the  sum 
proposed  in  said  amendment,  insert: 
“$4,000,000”. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  recede  from  its 
disagreement  to  the  amendment  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate  numbered  12,  and  concur  therein  with 
an  amendment,  as  follows:  In  lieu  of  the 
sum  of  $25,200,000  named  in  said  amend¬ 
ment,  insert  “$20,000,000”. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  recede  from  its 
disagreement  to  the  amendment  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate  numbered  16,  and  concur  therein  with 
an  amendment,  as  follows:  In  lieu  of  the 
sum  proposed  in  said  amendment,  insert 
“$20,000,000”. 

Mi’.  HOLLAND.  Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  that  these  amend¬ 
ments  be  considered  en  bloc. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Without 
objection,  it  is  so  ordered. 

Mr.  HOLLAND.  Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  the  Senate  concur  in  the  amend¬

Mr.  GRUENING  subsequently  said: 
Mr.  President,  the  Senate  and  the  House 
today  again  have  dramatically  demon¬ 
strated  why  we  are  50  United  States. 
Through  its  prompt  action  on  the  1964 
deficiency  appropriation  bill,  H.R.  11201, 
the  Congress  has  provided  needed  funds 
which  will  help  Alaska  recover  from  the 
crushing  blows  it  received  from  the 
March  27  earthquake  and  subsequent 
seismic  waves. 

Acting  promptly,  the  concerned  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Appropriations  Committees  of 
the  Senate  and  the  House  incorporated 
in  the  deficiency  appropriations  bill  the 
sum  of  $41,370,000,  which  will  be  used 
to  repair  or  replace  Federal  facilities 
damaged  by  the  earthquake  and  high 
waters.  The  investment  is  sound.  The 
Senate  had  appropriated  $25,200,000  for 
the  rebuilding  of  the  Alaska  Railroad. 
This  figure  has  been  cut  back  to  $20 
million  by  the  House  but  my  colleague, 
Senator  Bartlett,  and  I  have  been  as¬ 
sured  that  if  more  funds  are  required 
during  the  next  fiscal  year  they  will  be 
appropriated. 

So  we  concur  and  we  thank  our  col¬ 
leagues  for  their  continuing  concern  and 
action.

THE  SUPREME  COURT  DECISIONS 

AGAINST  PRAYERS  IN  TI 

SCHOOLS 

Mr.  THURMOND.  Mr.  Presides^,  the 
recent  Supreme  Court  decisions /against 
prayers  in  our  schools  and  thvr  adverse 
fallout  effects  from  these  decisions  are 
still  subjects  of  much  concern  to  the 
overwhelming  majority  of/the  American 
people.  I  have  been  very  much  pleased 
to  read  four  eloquent  statements  on  this 
subject,  one  by  Mr. /Thurman  Sensing, 
executive  vice  president  of  Southern 
States  Industrial  /Council ;  another  by 
•  Dr.  Norman  Vin/ent  Peale,  the  famous 
minister-authm^columnist  of  New  York 
City;  anothej/by  Miss  Carolyn  Fritsch, 
a  high  schpfol  senior;  and  another  by 
Mr.  William  Randolph  Hearst,  Jr.,  edi¬ 
tor  in  chief  of  the  Hearst  Newspapers. 

The /statement  by  Mr.  Sensing  was . 
published  by  the  Manion  Forum  in  the 
May  24,  1964,  issue;  and  the  article  by 
DpC  Peale  was  printed  in  the  June  2, 1964, 
lanchester,  N.H.,  Union  Leader.  The 


article  by  Miss  Fritsch  was  published  in 
Christian  Economics  of  May  26,  1964; 
and  the  editorial  by  Mr.  Hearst  was 
printed  in  the  May  31,  1964,  issue  of  the 
Hearst  Newspapers. 

In  order  that  these  statements  may 
be  made  available  to  all  Members  of  the 
Congress,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  that 
they  be  printed  in  the  Record  at  the 
conclusion  of  these  remarks. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  state¬ 
ments,  articles,  and  editorial  were  or¬ 
dered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record,  as 
follows: 

[Broadcast  on  the  “Manion  Forum,”  May  24, 
1964]  ' 

We  Must  Restore  Prayer  to  the  Schools  in 
Order  To  Defeat  Communism 

(By  Thurman  Sensing,  executive  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  Southern  States  Industrial  Council) 

Dean  Manion.  While  we  are,  and  because 
we  are,  considering  1964  presidential  possi¬ 
bilities,  we  must  ponder  the  ominous,  whole¬ 
sale  decline  of  morality  in  the  United  States. 
In  his  farewell  address  to  the  American  peo¬ 
ple,  our  first  President,  George  Washington, 
ksaid  this: 

“Of  all  the  dispositions  and  habits  which 
laad  to  political  prosperity,  religion  an< 
m\ality  are  indispensable  supports, 
vaii^yould  that  man  claim  the  tribut^of 
patriotsm  who  should  labor  to  subvert  /» nese 
great  pillars  of  human  happiness^these 
firmest  i^ops  of  the  duties  of  i/en  and 
citizens. 

“The  me\  politician,  equallv^  with  the 
pious  man,  ol^ht  to  respect  avra  to  cherish 
them.  A  vol'unte  could  not  /race  all  their 
connection's  witn^rivate  an/ public  felicity. 
Let  it  simply  be  aSlted :  Where  is  security  for 
property,  for  reput^ion,  lor  life,  if  the  sense 
of  religious  obligator  desert  the  oaths 
which  are  the  instrun/\t  of  investigation  in 
courts  of  justice? 

“And  let  us  witl/fcautiodyindulge  the  sup¬ 
position  that  m/rality  canS.be  maintained 
without  religiMi.  Whatever \may  be  con¬ 
ceded  to  the  influence  of  refined  education 
on  minds  of/pecullar  structure, Sr eason  and 
experience 15oth  forbid  us  to  expect  that  na¬ 
tional  morality  can  prevail  in  exclusion  of 
religious' principle.’ 

In  tile  context  of  this  solemn  warning,  I 
am  /(elding  this  microphone  now  to  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  speaker,  writer  and  businessm; 

f.  Thurman  Sensing,  of  Nashville,  TennS 
(dio  for  many  years  has  been  the  executive' 
rvice  president  of  the  influential  Southern 
States  Industrial  Council.  Mr.  Sensing,  wel¬ 
come  back  to  the  “Manion  Forum.” 

Mr.  Sensing.  Thank  you.  Dean  Manion.  I 
want  to  deal  in  this  broadcast  with  two 
recent  Supreme  Court  decisions  and  their 
aftermath — events  which  are  contributing 
greatly  to  the  declining  morality  in  our 
country. 

It  was  a  tragic  day  in  the  life  of  our  Na¬ 
tion  when  atheists  were  allowed  to  veto  rec¬ 
ognition  of  Almighty  God  in  our  public 
schools.  Isn’t  it  strange  that  it  took  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  186 
years  to  find  out  that  prayer  and  Bible  read¬ 
ing  in  our  public  schools  is  unconstitu¬ 
tional? 

I  believe  in  separation  of  church  and 
state  all  right,  but  I  do  not  believe  in  sepa¬ 
ration  of  God  and  state — and  that  is  exactly 
what  the  atheists,  supported  by  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  decisions,  are  trying  to  do.  To 
do  this  is  to  deny  our  whole  history  and 
tradition  as  a  nation. 

In  June  1962  the  Supreme  Court  held  that 
the  prayer  used  in  the  New  York  State  public 
schools,  “Almighty  God,  we  acknowledge  our 
dependence  upon  Thee,  and  we  beg  Thy 
blessings  upon  us,  our  parents,  our  teachers. 


and  our  country,”  was  unconstitutional  andy 
could  no  longer  be  used. 

In  view  of  the  Christian  heritage  of 
Nation,  banning  such  a  prayer  was  idiotic 
to  begin  with,  byt  many  otherwise  /well- 
meaning  people  went  along  with  it/  even 
pastors,  church  educators,  and  others,  be¬ 
cause,  they  said,  it  was  written/and  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  State  Board  of  ^Regents  of 
New  York. 

When  they  were  asked,  ‘“#on’t  you  see 
where  this  will  lead?”  they  /eplied  that  this 
would  be  the  end  of  it,  th/t  the  ruling  was 
simply  against  the  use  ofia  prayer  composed 
by  a  governmental  agehcy;  in  other  words, 
simply  a  separation  ot/church  and  state. 

How  shocked  at  le/st  some  of  them  must 
have  been  a  year  hue r,  when  in  June  1963 
the  Supreme  Count  again  ruled,  at  the  insti¬ 
gation  of  suits  bought  by  atheists,  that  the 
use  of  the  Loi/rs  Prayer  and  reading  of  the 
Bible  in  pub/c  schools  was  also  unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Certain^  the  New  York  State  Board  of 
Regents  /aid  not  write,  nor  did  any  other 
governmg  bodies  in  this  country  write,  the 
.  Lord ’/'Prayer;  they  did  not  write  the  Bible. 
The/une  1962  decision  was  leading  in  the 
ve/y  direction  it  was  inevitably  destined  to 
lafad  from  the  day  it  was  handed  down.  And 
hi  the  direction  that  it  must  inevitably  con- 
’  tinue  to  lead — unless  the  people  speak. 

What  must  the  children  in  the  classroom 
feel  when  the  teacher  discontinues  saying 
the  Lord’s  Prayer  at  the  opening  exercises 
without  explanation?  But  what  can  a 
teacher  say  to  the  children?  If  the  student 
asks  whether  there  is  a  God,  may  the  teacher 
answer  the  question?  To  do  so  might  offend 
the  believers  in  atheism  and  this,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Supreme  Court,  could  violate  the 
Constitution. 

DECISION  CREATES  DILEMMA  FOR  TEACHERS 

But  who  can  be  sure  what  effect  there  will 
be  on  the  mind  of  the  schoolchild  who  has 
been  told  day  after  day  that  there  is  a  God, 
and  then  suddenly  is  told  that  the  Supreme 
Court  has  ordered  the  teacher  not  to  say 
so  any  longer  in  the  schoolroom  or  to  permit 
any  prayers  whatsoever  in  a  public  school? 

From  the  founding  of  the  first  public 
schools  in  this  country,  reading  from  the 
Bible  has  been  an  accepted  practice.  It  has 
contributed  to  the  moral  character  of  gener¬ 
ations  of  Americans.  It  has  symbolized  that 
ordinary  men  must  obey,  not  only  the  laws 
of  their  State  and  Nation,  but  the  higher 
law  of  God.  Are  the  traditions  of  our  Na¬ 
tion  to  be  thrown  away? 

The  Declaration  of  Independence  clearly 
states  the  author’s  trust  in  a  divine  provi- 
ence.  Again  and  again  through  all  the 
siSue  papers  of  our  country  and  its  Pres¬ 
idents  and  our  Governors  is  faith  in  Al- 
miglr^  God  stressed  as  the  cardinal  princi¬ 
ple  oiStmerican  life. 

The  thousands  of  churches  that  dot  our 
landscap^xuid  dominate  our  cities,  the  doz¬ 
ens  of  serrrVnaries,  and  the  respect  accorded 
religious  observances,  all  characterize  this 
Nation  and  penile  as  religious  in  the  deepest 
sense.  Americas  a  land  of  liberty  because 
free  citizens  belVeve  that  their  freedom  is 
rooted  in  religiou\freedom  and  respect  for 
God’s  will. 

The  effect  of  thes^two  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  was  to  move  the  United 
States  toward  the  stasis  of  an  officially 
godless  nation,  thereby  plaaing  us  in  the  same 
category  with  the  CommVmists.  In  fact, 
these  two  decisions  might  very  well  have 
been  rendered  by  a  Russian  oourt. 

Benjamin  Franklin’s  words  oiWarning  in 
the  Constitutional  Convention  art  particu¬ 
larly  apropos  today  in  trying  to  naaintain 
our  Republic  against  the  onslaughts\of  the 
godless.  He  said:  “We  have  been  assured, 
sir,  in  the  sacred  writings,  that  ‘excep£\the 
Lord  build  the  house  they  labour  in  vain 
that  build  it.’  I  firmly  believe  that  withor

As  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  determine  there  is  no  desire 
on  the  part/of  anfc>ne  to  “gag”  any 
Member  or/to  invoke  sloture,  but  at  the 
same  timea  believe  moXMembers  resent 
having  &  point  of  ordeK  made  that  a 
quoruna  is  not  present  toVisten  to  the 
speakers  who  have  special  orders. 

usonally,  and  acting  on  this  belief, 
I  /believe  that  when  a  point  oiSorder  is 
iade  in  order  to  bring  about  a  momm 
call  to  listen  to  speeches  delivered  under 
special  orders,  that  the  House  is  justified 
in  adjourning,  in  order  to  prevent  Mem¬ 
bers  being  called  from  other  work  of 
more  important  nature,  especially  when' 
such  speeches  may  be  extended  in  the 
Record. 

Actually,  Mr.  Speaker,  I  believe  that 
such  action  is  not  only  justified  but  in 
some  instances  in  the  past  this  procedure 
has  been  followed,  and  I  regret  that  the 
leadership  on  my  side  of  the  aisle  did 
not  see  fit  yesterday  to  adjourn  the 
House,  especially  in  view  of  the  unusual 
and  unreasonable  demand  which  had 
been  made  on  the  other  side  of  the  aisle.

SHOULD  A  CONGRESSMAN  SIGN 
AWAY  HIS  VOTE? 

(Mr.  LONG  of  Maryland  asked  and  was 
given  permission  to  address  the  House 
for  1  minute  and  to  revise  and  extend  his 
remarks.) 

Mr.  LONG  of  Maryland.  Mr.  Speaker, 
I  call  the  attention  of  Congress  and  our 
Nation  to  an  attempt  by  a  leading  organ¬ 
ization  to  get  me  to  pledge  my  future 
vote — and  the  admitted  refusal  by  that 
organization  to  endorse  me  when  I  de¬ 
clined  to  sign  the  pledge.  This  attempt 
to  make  a  Congressman  trade  his  vote 
for  a  political  endorsement  demonstrates 
a  lack  of  respect  for  Congress,  and  I 
publicize  it  in  the  hope  of  preventing  it 
from  being  repeated. 

Shortly  before  the  AFL-CIO  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Political  Education — COPE — was 
to  endorse  congressional  candidates  in 
the  recent  primary  election,  the  Balti¬ 
more  council  asked  me  to  sign  a  pledge 
to  vote  for  legislation  to  outlaw  right-to- 
work  laws.  When  I  did  not  comply. 
President  Fornaro  called  me  and  said 
that,  although  my  labor  record  was 
good,  COPE  needed  this  pledge  in  time 
to  make  its  endorsements. 

Now  I  do  not  favor  right- to-work  laws ; 
it  is  quite  possible  that  when  this  bill 
comes  to  the  floor  I  will  vote  to  outlaw 
them.  But  I  can  never  sign  away  my 
^future  vote. 

After  my  refusal,  COPE  did  not  en- 
ddj^e  me.  The  Baltimore  Sun  quoted 
Pre\dent  Fornaro’s  explanation  that 
“Congressman  Long  did  not  sign  an  AFL- 
CIO  pWlge  against  right-to-work  laws.” 
On  primary  election  day  COPE  distrib¬ 
uted  a  “workingman’s  ballot”  for  Balti¬ 
more  Counfcy  which  omitted  my  name. 
Whether  theMack  of  endorsement  hurt 
me  at  the  polkhs  hard  to  say.  I  defeated 
my  major  competitor  in  areas  of  union 
strength  by  margins  ranging  from  2  to  1 
to  12  to  1.  ManyNmion  members  have 
agreed  with  me  tKHA  a  Congressman 
should  not  be  asked  toXromise  his  vote  to 
get  an  endorsement. 

I  shall  always  try  toVepresent  the 
workingman,  whether  as  an  individual 
or  as  a  union  member,  and  I  che  not  object 
to  stating  my  views  on  important  issues. 
But  I  believe  it  is  wrong  to  sign  away  my 
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vot\  and  twice  as  wrong  to  sign  it  away 
for  aspolitical  endorsement — from  either 
the  AKL-CIO  or  a  business  association. 
The  daVf  must  pledge  my  vote  to  get 
elected  t\  Congress  is  the  day  I  shall 
leave  Congress  to  take  up  some  other  line 
of  work.

DEFICIENCY  APPROPRIATION  BILL, 
1964 

Mr.  MAHON.  Mr.  Speaker,  just  prior 
to  the  quorum  call,  we  were  beginning  a 
discussion  of  the  deficiency  appropria¬ 
tion  bill  for  1964.  The  conference  re¬ 
port  that  is  now  before  us  provides  for 
an  appropriation  of  $1,336,687,143. 

The  reduction  below  the  budget  esti¬ 
mates  is  $99,490,600. 

When  this  bill  passed  the  House,  on 
May  11,  the  major  item  in  the  bill  then 
and  now  was  for  pay  increases  for  the  / 
military. 

Congress  authorized  the  pay  increases, 
and  it  then  became  necessary  to  provide 
the  additional  funds.  The  pay  increase 
had  not  progressed  to  the  point  where  it 
was  possible  to  put  the  money  in  the 
regular  annual  appropriation  bill  at  the 
time  it  was  passed  last  year. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  items, 
also. 

About  the  time  the  bill  passed  the 
House  and  went  to  the  other  body,  the 
Bureau  of  the  Budget  sent  down  a  num¬ 
ber  of  additional  estimates.  A  large 
portion  of  these  grew  out  of  the  damages 
which  took  place  in  Alaska  during  the 
catastrophe  in  that  State  on  Good  Fri¬ 
day.  A  total  increase  of  $69,405,000  was 
agreed  to  in  conference  in  connection 
with  these  estimates  not  considered 
when  the  House  took  action. 

In  the  conference  there  were  no 
major  items  of  disagreement.  There 
were  some  differences,  and  compromises 
were  made,  but  the  conference  report 
was  agreed  upon  without  too  much 
difficulty. 

As  I  stated,  we  are  approximately  $100 
million  below  the  budget  estimates,  and 
most  of  these  items  are  absolutely  re¬ 
quired  as  a  result  of  most  unusual  cir¬ 
cumstances  or  existing  law. 

Unless  there  is  some  special  question, 

I  shall  not  discuss  these  items  at  length. 

One  of  the  items  which  was  before  us 
had  to  do  with  an  additional  $150,000  for 
the  special  milk  program  for  schools  and 
summer  camps.  Senator  Proxmire  was 
very  much  concerned  about  this,  and

was  responsible,  in  large  part,  for -the 
amendment  which  was  adopted  in  the 
other  body. 

I  believe  all  of  the  members  of  the  con¬ 
ference  are  strongly  in  support  of  the 
milk  program,  but  we  did  not  feel  that 
these  funds  should  be  made  available  at 
this  time,  especially  since  the  fiscal  year 
is  nearing  its  conclusion  and  the  school 
term  in  most  areas  has  expired.  I  believe 
it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  members  of  the 
conference — certainly  I,  myself — do  sup¬ 
port  the  milk  program  and  want  it  to 
proceed.  This  can  be  handled  best  in 
the  regular  annual  bill  as  has  been  the 
practice  heretofore.  We  hope  that  the 
program  will  continue  to  be  sufficiently 
well  financed. 

There  was  another  amendment  hav¬ 
ing  to  do  with  the  District  of  Columbia 
Children’s  Hospital,  which  has  a  con-, 
siderable .  deficit.  The  Children’s  Hos¬ 
pital  is  doing  great  work.  There  was 
some  difficulty  in  the  committee  as  to 
what  should  be  done  about  raising  pay¬ 
ments  for  hospital  care  of  indigents  in 
order  to  meet  a  portion  of  the  deficit. 
That  whole  matter  was  deleted  in  con¬ 
ference.  I  wish  to  say  that  all  of  us  are 
sympathetic  toward  the  problems  of  the 
hospital,  and  we  hope  that  some  way  may 
be  found  to  solve  this  problem.  There 
is  widespread  interest  in  it  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  among  Members  of  the 
House. 

With  respect  to  the  manpower  devel¬ 
opment  and  training  program,  the  other 
body  placed  $24,300,000  in  the  bill.  The 
conference  agreement  was  for  $20  mil¬ 
lion.  This  is  a  part  of  the  overall  pro¬ 
gram  of  manpower  training.  The  budget 
estimate  was  $55  million. 

The  House  did  not  act  upon  this  re¬ 
quest  in  connection  with  the  deficiency 
bill  due  to  the  fact  that  it  technically 
was  a  supplemental  rather  than  a  de¬ 
ficiency  request,  but  did  consider  it  in 
conjunction  with  the  1965  budget  esti¬ 
mate  of  $411  million.  The  committee’s 
decision,  which  was  subsequently  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  House,  was  to  allow 
$327,906,000  in  total.  Rather  than  allow 
part  of  this  as  a  supplemental  and  part 
as  the  regular  1965  appropriation,  the 
House .  disallowed  the  entire  amount  of 
the  supplemental  and  allowed  $327,906,- 
000  for  1965,  but  with  a  language  pro¬ 
viso  that  these  funds  would  be  available 
immediately  upon  enactment.  Thus  a 
portion  of  the  amount  allowed  would 
be  a  supplemental  for  1964  were  the  bill 
to  be  enacted  prior  to  next  July  1. 

Thus  the  situation  was  that  if  the

House  conferees  agreed  to  any  part  of 
the  Senate  amendment  on  the  deficiency 
bill,  and  then  the  Senate  were  to  approve 
the  full  amount  included  in  the  regular 
1965  bill  by  the  House,  this  would  result 
in  an  increase  over  the  total  that  the 
House  had  originally  approved  for  the 
backlog  in  1964  plus  the  1965  program, 
and  the  House  conferees  on  the  regular 
bill  would  have  no  chance  to  work  out 
any  compromise  in  conference.  This 
situation  was  discussed  in  some  detail 
in  the  conference.  I  am  also  putting  it 
on  the  record  how  so  that  it  may  be 
abundantly  clear  to  all  who  will  have  a 
part  in  future  action  on  the  regular  ap¬ 
propriation  for  this  activity,  which  is  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  labor-health,  education 
and  welfare  appropriation  bill.  I  trust 
that  due  consideration  will  be  given  to 
this  unusual  situation  both  by  the  other 
body  when  action  is  taken  on  the  regular 
bill,  and  in  conference  on  that  bill. 

Unless  there  are  further  questions  I 
shall  make  no  additional  references  to 
the  bill,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  we  discussed  the  appropriations  at 
greater  length  when  the  bill  was  before 
the  House  a  short  time  ago. 

Mr.  HALEY.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  MAHON.  I  yield  to  the  gentleman 
from  Florida. 

Mr.  HALEY.  Would  the  gentleman 
from  Texas  inform  the  House  as  to 
whether  this  report  is  above  or  below 
the  bill  which  passed  the  House?  I 
realize  the  gentleman  stated  that  addi¬ 
tional  programs  came  in,  but  I  should 
like  to  know  how  much  is  involved,  with 
respect  to  the  House  figures. 

Mr.  MAHON.  This  bill  is  now  $71.- 
773,454  above  the  amount  as  it  passed 
the  House.  In  fairness  we  must  point 
out  that  this  is  based  on  more  than  that 
amount  of  additional  budget  estimates 
which  were  submitted  directly  to  the 
other  body  and  not  considered  by  the 
House. 

Had  those  items  been  considered  by 
the  House,  there  is  no  doubt  that  there 
would  have  been  some  increase  in  the 
figure  recommended  by  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations  at  the  time  it  was 
originally  presented  to  and  passed  by  the 
House. 

Mr.  HALEY.  I  thank  the  gentleman 
from  Texas. 

Mr.  MAHON.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  would  like 
to  insert  a  table  in  the  Record  which 
shows  the  action  on  each  chapter  of  this 
bill  from  the  budget  estimate  through 
the  conference  report  with  certain 
comparisons.

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Mr.  MAHON.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  yield  to 
the  gentleman  from  Iowa  [Mr.  Jensen]. 

Mr.  JENSEN.  Mr.  Speaker,  there  is 
not  a  great  deal  more  to  be  said  relative 
to  this  bill  than  what  our  good  chairman 
has  already  stated.  I  think  it  should  be 
said  that  this  is  not  purely  a  deficiency 
appropriation  bill.  There  are  a  number 
of  items  in  this  bill  that  must  be  placed 
in  the  supplemental  category,  but  most 
of  those  items  arise  as  a  result  of  an  act 
of  God  which  brought  about  that  terrible 
earthquake  in  Alaska.  There  are  9  items 
in  this  bill  for  Alaska,  amounting  to  a 
little  over  $41  million. 

In  reply  to  the  gentleman  from  Florida 
[Mr.  Haley]  I  might  say,  Mr.  Speaker, 
when  the  Senate  considered  the  de¬ 
ficiency  appropriation  bill,  they  acted  on 
approximately  $130  million  of  budget 
estimates  that  were  not  considered  by  the 
House  in  connection  with  this  bill.  It 
was  largely  as  a  result  of  these  additional 
budget  estimates  that  the  Senate  raised 
the  House  bill  from  $1,264,913,689  to 
$1,349,637,143.  The  conference  agree¬ 
ment  that  we  bring  to  the  House  today 
totals  $1,336,687,143.  This  is  $71,773,454 
over  the  House  bill  and  is  less  than  the 
Senate  bill  by  $12,950,000. 

Most  of  the  items  added  by  the  Senate 
are  not  true  deficiencies.  Because  of 
this,  I  was  somewhat  reluctant  to  agree 
to  many  of  them,  for  I  had  hoped  that 
this  bill  could  be  kept  to  true  deficiencies 
as  was  done  when  it  originally  passed  the 
House.  However,  while  these  items  were 
not  true  deficiencies,  many  of  them  do 
represent  urgent  needs  that  should  be 
cared  for  without  undue  delay.  In  view 
of  the  uncertainty  of  final  enactment  of 
the  regular  appropriation  bills  for  1965, 
I  have  concurred  with  the  other  House 
conferees  and  we  bring  you  a  unanimous 
report. 

Well  over  half  of  the  increase  over  the 
House  bill,  which  the  conferees  agreed 
to,  is  for  emergency  items  directly  re¬ 
sulting  from  the  earthquake  in  Alaska. 

Mr.  MAHON.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  JENSEN.  Yes.  I  yield  to  the 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  MAHON.  I  think  the  gentleman 
probably  should  point  out  that  these 
emergency  items  involving  Alaska,  while 
they  are  not  truly  deficiency  items,  were 
of  an  urgent  nature  because  the  con¬ 
struction  season  in  Alaska  is  rather  short, 
and  haste  in  providing  the  necessary 
funds  is  required.  For  that  reason,  we 
had  no  hesitation  in  including  the  items 
in  this  bill,  although  they  do  not  repre¬ 
sent  a  deficiency  in  the  technical  use  of 
the  term. 

Mr.  JENSEN.  That  is  right.  There 
are  nine  of  these  items  and  they  total 
$41,370,000.  The  only  other  items  involv¬ 
ing  relatively  large  amounts  are  $4  mil¬ 
lion  for  emergency  conservation  meas¬ 
ures  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  $4  million  for  payments  to  air  car¬ 
riers,  both  of  which  are  almost  manda¬ 
tory  under  existing  law;  and  $20  million 
for  manpower  development  and  training 
activities.  While  the  last  item  is  not 
mandatory  and  pei'haps  could  have 
waited  for  the  regular  1965  appropria¬ 
tion  bill,  there  is  a  large  backlog  of  ap¬ 


plications  which  have  been  approved  up 
to  the  point  of  funding.  These  are  of 
considerable  importance  to  certain  lo¬ 
calities  in  the  United  States  and  this  ap¬ 
propriation  will  let  them  go  forward 
without  further  delay. 

This  $4  million  item  in  the  bill  for  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  was  neces¬ 
sitated  by  several  factors.  In  a  number 
of  areas  that  were  badly  flooded  this 
spring  a  lot  of  sand  was  deposited  on  the 
bottomlands,  which  requires  deep  plow¬ 
ing  in  order  to  restore  the  land  to  pro¬ 
duction.  Also,  there  has  been  a  severe 
drought  in  certain  areas  of  the  country 
which  has  resulted  in  serious*  damage  to 
fields  and  pastures.  It  is  a  matter  which 
we  are  obligated  to  handle.  These  are 
Federal  streams  that  are  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Federal  Government  which 
caused  this  sand  to  be  deposited  on  these 
lands.  Also  emergency  conservation 
measures  are  needed  to  restore  pastures 
and  protect  the  lands  for  future  use. 

Mr.  Speaker,  other  than  that  I  can 
only  say  that  I  hope  we  have  not  set  a 
precedent  here  that  will  bring  people 
to  believe  that  they  can  get  almost  any¬ 
thing  adopted  by  Congress  under  a  de¬ 
ficiency  bill  that  they  feel  they  should 
have.  It  is  not  going  to  be  that  way,  I 
can  assure  you.  But  when  an  act  of  God 
occurs,  such  as  the  Alaska  catastrophe, 
it  is  our  responsibility  to  see  to  it  that 
the  people  there,  who  are  our  people,  are 
taken  care  of.  And  so  I  am  happy  to 
have  a  part  in  initiating  an  appropria¬ 
tion  for  the  relief  of  those  good  people. 

Mr.  MAHON.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  that  those  Members 
who  have  spoken  on  the  conference  re¬ 
port  have  permission  to  revise  and  ex¬ 
tend  their  remarks  and  to  include  ap¬ 
propriate  tables  and  explanations  of  the 
items  in  the  conference  report.

Speaker,  by  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  I  call  up 
House  Resolution  73\  and  ask  for  its 
immediate  consideration. 

The  Clerk  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  adoption  of  this 
resolution  it  shall  be  in  order  \o  move  that 
the  House  resolve  itself  into  thLuommittee 
of  the  Whole  House  on  the  State  oDthe  Union 
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f\  the  consideration  of  the  joint  resolution 
(HV  Res.  977)  to  establish  a  National  Com¬ 
mission  on  Food  Marketing  to  study  the  food 
industry  from  the  farm  to  the  consumer. 
After  general  debate,  which  shall  be  confined 
to  the  joint  resolution  and  shall  continue 
not  to  excised  two  hours,  to  be  equally  di¬ 
vided  and  Am  trolled  by  the  chairman  and 
ranking  minority  member  of  the  Committee 
on  AgricultureNhe  joint  resolution  shall  be 
read  for  amendment  under  the  five-minute 
rule.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  consideration 
of  the  joint  resolution  for  amendment,  the

Mr.  MADDEN.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  £teld 
30  minutes  of  my  time  to  the  gentlem! 
from  California  [Mr.  Smith],  and  pern 
ing  that  I  yield  myself  such  time  as  I 
may  consume,  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Speaker,  House  Resolution  737 
provides  for  consideration  of  House  Joint 
Resolution  977  to  establish  a  National 
Commission  on  Food  Marketing  to  study 
the  food  industry  from  the  farm  to  the 
consumer.  The  resolution  provides  an 
open  rule  with  2  hours  of  general  debate. 

The  Commission  is  to  be  made  up  of  15 
members.  The  resolution  states  that  the 
Commission  is  to  be  bipartisan  in  nature. 

Americans  today  enjoy  the  lowest  food 
prices — less  than  19  percent  of  takehome 
pay — in  relation  to  consumer  income  in 
the  history  of  the  world.  One  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  for  this  tremendous  boon  is  the 
revolution  in  production  that  has  taken 
place  on  the  American  farm.  Today  less 
than  8  percent  of  our  population  pro¬ 
duces  the  food  and  fiber  for  all  of  the 
population  plus  an  amount  that  is  shared 
with  those  abroad  in  the  form  of  $4  bil¬ 
lion  in  exports  for  dollars  and  $2  billion 
in  exports  through  food-for-peace  pro¬ 
grams. 

The  farmer’s  successes  in  the  area  of 
improved  production  have  not  brought 
to  them  the  security  and  income  that 
such  an  achievement  should  normally 
produce.  His  share  of  the  food  dollar, 
spent  by  the  consumer  has  declim 
steadily  from  47  cents  in  1950  to  37  cejrfts 
today.  In  the  past  16  years  the  ranees 
received  by  farmers  for  their  products 
have  dropped  12  percent,  while  thf  prices 
paid  by  consumers  for  farmVroduced 
food  have  increased  by  29  percent. 

There  has  been  no  satisfactory  expla¬ 
nation  for  the  sharp  increase  in  spread 
between  what  farmers  raceive  for  what 
they  sell  and  what  thar  consumer  pays 
for  the  food  he  purch^es  in  the  market¬ 
place. 

Mr.  Speaker,  th^  American  public  is 
vitally  interested  in  the  information  that 
will  be  disclosed/by  the  study  to  be  per¬ 
formed  by  tha/National  Commission  on 
Food  Marketing,  and  I  urge  that  House 
Resolution  237  be  adopted. 

Mr.  S1VOTH  of  California.  Mr.  Speak¬ 
er,  I  yiejp  myself  such  time  as  I  may  con¬ 
sume. 


(Mr.  SMITH  of  California  asked  and 
was  given  permission  to  revise  and  ex¬ 
tend  his  remarks.) 

Mr.  SMITH  of  California.  Mr.  Speak¬ 
er,  as  stated  by  the  gentleman  from  In¬ 
diana  [Mr.  Madden],  House  Resolution 
737  provides  2  hours  of  general  debate 
under  an  open  rule  to  consider  House 
Joint  Resolution  977.  I  concur  in  the  re¬ 
marks  of  the  gentleman  from  Indiana  as 
to  the  purpose  of  this  resolution  and  the 
makeup  thereof. 

I  have  several  things  I  would  like  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  House.  If 
this  is  to  be  considered  a  bipartisan  na¬ 
tional  commission  I  somewhat  feel  we 
should  go  back  to  the  time  the  Hoover 
Commission  was  started.  It  would  be 
better  to  have  an  equal  number  of  Mem¬ 
bers  from  both  sides  of  the  aisle ;  in  other 
words,  four  from  the  House,  four  from 
the  Senate,  and  four  to  be  appointed  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States  rather 
than  the  odd  number  of  five  individuals. 

I  think  the  powers  given  this  Commis¬ 
sion  go  quite  a  long  way.  This  will  give 
le  Commission  tremendous  authority. 
FVould  also  like  to  bring  to  your  atten- 
tioiVthe  fact  that  the  pay  of  each  one  ofy 
the  Stommission  members  will  be  at  tl 
rate  ol  $100  a  day.  The  entire  cost/bf 
the  program  is  to  be  $1 V2  million. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  going  to  ofl^r  an 
amendment  to  this  particular  biUr  which 
I  would  likerto  call  to  the  attrition  of 
the  Members  at  this  time.  TUe  reason  I 
offer  this  amendment  is  Jpe cause  the 
newspaper  in  Pasafiena,  Capf.,  in  my  dis¬ 
trict,  the  Star-Nev\  ove^ne  months  has 
sent  me  informatioi\lymng  to  do  with 
the  Marketing  Newsservice  in  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agricultures.  My  friend,  Mr. 
Ben  Ridder,  wh<^ publishes  this  fine 
newspaper,  is  ahncerneck  about  this 
matter.  It  involves  the  same  debate  we 
had  when  the/^.griculture  appropriation 
bill  was  considered  last  week. 

In  sectiop  5,  page  3  of  this  bill\pne  of 
the  au  than  ties  given  to  this  Commission 
is  to  investigate  the  effectiveness  orythe 
services  and  the  regulatory  activitiesV>f 
the  Eederal  Government  in  terms  of  pres 
eny and  probable  developments  in  the' 
industry. 

My  amendment  will  place  a  comma 
'after  the  word  “services”  and  then  in¬ 
sert  the  following  words,  “including  the 
dissemination  of  market  news,”. 

This  is  not  in  any  way  to  be  a  restric¬ 
tive  amendment.  I  want  to  make  the 
record  perfectly  clear  on  that,  because 
the  first  five  words  probably  permit  this 
Commission  to  do  this  in  the  first  place 
when  it  says,  “The  effectiveness  of  the 
services”;  but  to  make  it  clear,  I  want 
to  add  those  particular  words,  so  that 
this  can  be  one  of  the  items  the  Commis¬ 
sion  can  look  into.  At  least,  they  will 
have  the  authority.  It  is  not  meant  in 
any  way  to  be  restrictive.  It  is  to  be 
broadening,  including  all  the  other 
services.  I  have  attempted  to  clear  it 
as  best  I  could  on  both  sides  of  the  aisle. 
I  do  not  think  there  will  be  any  serious 
objection  to  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  have  one  request  for 
time.
